Governor Pinchot on Law Violators. 


Governor Gifford Pinchot of Pennsylvania, in a remarkably strong and interesting interview in this 
week’s issue of the Manufacturers Record, discussing the lawlessness which seeks to rear its head in this 
country, says: 

“I have confidence enough in the American people to believe—and no one can shake my conviction— 
that when a moral issue is put squarely before them they always decide right.” 

We believe that Governor Pinchot is correct, but sometimes it takes a vigorous and aggressive fight to 
awaken the people to what is a great outstanding moral issue. It took many decades of unceasing activity 
on the part of those in the South, as well as those in the North, who did not believe in slavery, to bring 
about the destruction of slavery in this country. Vested interests clamored against this agitation. Even 
some ministers of the gospel undertook to prove by the Bible that slavery was right and that slaveowners 
should be commended. But deep down in the heart of slaveowners, as well as of the statesmen of the South 
themselves, there was a realization of the fact that slavery was inconsistent with the highest interests of any 
country. Many of the foremost men of the South, men who led on the battlefields of the Civil War, were 
opposed to slavery, and some of them had already freed their slaves. The first proposition ever made in 
this country to forbid slavery came from the South. But no one, however vigorously he might have believed 
in slavery in former days, would presume to argue in favor of slavery today. Every man realizes that that 
was a moral and economic evil, and that, so far as the South was concerned, as an economic evil it matched 
in importance the evil on the moral side. The white people of the South permitted themselves for more 


than half a century to be enslaved by slavery to a far greater extent than the black man was enslaved. 





After more than half a century of unceasing fight against the slavery which the liquor traffic fastened 
upon this country and upon the world, the Eighteenth Amendment was adopted and ratified by forty-six 
out of forty-eight states. It is a part of the law of the land and every honest, moral man, we care not what 
may be his individual convictions, what may be his claim as to so-called personal liberty, upholds this law. 
Every violator of it is doing his utmost to break down all law, and therefore all of the moral power of the 
nation. The law violator of high or low degree, and the higher his social or financial standing the greater 
is his responsibility, is a criminal and should be so treated, with adequate punishment for his criminality. 

The buyer of the bootleggers’ whiskey is equally as guilty as the seller of it, and his influence for evil 
is vastly greater, for he is sowing the seed of moral rottenness in the hearts of his own children and of all 
of the young people who know of his law violation. The violator of one law encourages the violation of all 
laws. Civilization cannot exist except it be based on the supremacy, the maintenance of law, and on an 
adequate punishment of the criminal who violates law. 

These views, stated thus strongly, are no stronger than the statements made by Governor Pinchot. We 


commend to every honest-hearted man in the country Governor Pinchot’s ringing statement.

ERE is more cold comfort for the New York Times, the 

New York Ilerald, the New York Tribune, the New York 
World, the Kansas City Star, and divers and sundry other 
publications in this country which so vehemently opposed the 
present tariff law on the ground that it would build a wall 
around this country and make importations practically im- 
possible. The imports for January were $319,000,000, as es- 
timated by the Department of Commerce, which is an increase 
of $102,000,000 over those of January, 1922. For seven 
months ending January, 1925, the imports were $2.012,000,000, 
an inerease of 607,000,000 over the corresponding period 
ended January, 1922. 

We have seen slight disposition on the part of these good 
friends to set themselves right with their public, by an ac- 
knowledgment of ‘the error of their position. 

Isn’t it about time that confessions were beginning to be 
made?

HE WHOIS A PESSIMIST ON AMERICA WOULD 
CROAK A DIRGE WHILE THE GATES OF 
HEAVEN WERE SWINGING OPEN TO RE- 
CEIVE HIM. 


Ii most cheering news that this country has received 

for many a long day, even for some long and weary years 
of inadequate transportation, is the announcement that the 
railroad budget for expenditures, for enlarged facilities in 
the way of cars, locomotives, terminals, and other better- 
ments, amounts to $1,500,000,000. ‘This is the amount which 
President Storey, of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, in 
a recent letter to the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD indicated as 
in his opinion necessary for the adequaye development of the 
railroads to keep pace with the growth of the country. 

We look for a further increase in the amount. Activity 
begets activity. The building of cars and locomotives will 
necessitate enlarged demand for iron and steel. The building 
of new terminal facilities and sidetracks and the relaying 
of old tracks with new rails will mean the stimulation of 
every line of manufacturing which touches on railroad work, 
and that includes almost every line of activity. And so the 
railroads will go on and on, gradually getting back to a con- 
dition where they annually bought from 4000 to 6000 Joco- 
motives a year and more than 200,000 cars and where they 
were annually building thousands of miles of new roads and 
of sidetracks. 

It will probably take $15,0C0,000,000 to fully develop the 
railroad facilities of the country to keep up with the growth 
of the next eight to ten years. During all of the period of low 
prices and deflation and the advance of railroad rates the 
MANUFACTURERS RECORD repeatedly said editorially and in let- 
ters to financial and railroad authorities that either rates wouid 
inevitably have to come down, forced by economic laws be- 
yond their power to control, or clse the price of products 
would have to advance to justify existing rates. We ex- 
pressed the earnest hope that the railroad and financial 
nuthorities would use their utmost influence to bring about 
an advance in prices, for only in that way could railroad 
prosperity be developed. 

The advancing prices of the last -twelve months have 
brought about the conditions which have justified every state- 
ment we made on the subject. It is true that some agricul- 
tural products are still too low for the freight rates which 
they are paying; but cotton, for instance, at thirty cents a 
pound can far better afford to pay the present freight rate 


than could cotton when it was less than half that price. 
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Pig iron and steel and lumber and other product's are in ex- 
actly the same situation. Higher freight rates can be justi- 
fied only by high prices for products and high wages for all 
laboring men. A breakdown in prices of manufactured and 
agricultural products would inevitably force a breakdown 
in freight rates, and that would be disastrous to long con- 
tinued railroad expansion activity. We look, therefore, to 
the movement which the railroads are making for spending 
a billion and a half dollars as proof of the present far-sighted- 
ness of the financiers and the officials who control railroad 
operations. They see that if freight rates are to be main- 
tained they must accept without question the higher prices 
now prevailing for all manufactured products and ultimately 
for agricultural products, which we have so persistently urged 
‘ upon them. Their action indicates that in this respect they 
are not disturbed by any fear of the pessimistic thoughts of 
those who think that the way to prosperity is the road of 
downhill prices. The road to prosperity leads to a higher 
range of prices than we have had for all the products of the 
farm and many products of the factory and then a steady, 
long continued pull on a higher plateau over which sweep 
uninterruptedly the breezes that bring health and strength 
and vitality to every business interest. 

The valley of low prices always creates the slough of 
despond. . 

The elevated land of profitable prices is forever radiant 
with the sunshine of human employment and happiness. 

The future is aglow with opportunities. It is packed with 
potentialities greater than the mind of man has ever con- 
ceived of. The financial losses of a world war would be wiped 
out by the creative work of inventions and methods brought 
into existence by the war. The thought and the energies of 
the world have been quickened. -Modern inventions are eall- 
ing humanity to a higher civilization. Transportation by 
rail, by water, by land, by air—transportation of thoughts 
and things—fills the whole earth with new life and with a 
glory of an advancement which the mind of man in its wildest 
flights of imagination has never dared to paint. 

This country could be busy for a céntury in doing the 
things which need to be done, which must be done and which 
will be done. A mighty network of highways, highways which 
will lift up the standard of the people, highways which will 
advance civilization, which will enlarge the horizon of men 
and women everywhere, which will broaden education and 
hasten the day when the Kingdom of Heaven shall spread 
over the whole land, must and will be constructed. We have 
only begun this work. It is a work where every dollar wisely 
invested brings annually a profit probably equal to the total 
investment, for man is lifted to broader heights, to larger 
opportunities and to larger achievements in material, in men- 
tal and in educational activities. 

Our rivers will be deepened and the petty sums which we 
spend today in utilizing one of heaven's greatest gifts to the 
Nation will be regarded as beggarly pittances a few years 
hence, when men shall come into a broader conception of how 
to utilize our natural advantages. Our railroad people are 
beginning a campaign which means that their view will be 


widened and their vision will stretch into the future so that 


they will see the limitless potentialities ahead of transporta- 
tion. 

Men are going to live in better homes, they are going to 
spend more money on building homes for the poor and the 
rich alike. The little hut which has disgraced many a farm 
will give way to a better living house. Electricity will be 
introduced into millions of homes which now know it not. 
Running water will ease the burden of millions of women 
by its introduction into dwellings in which it has never been 
seen. More and better school buildings will be erected, water- 
works and sewerage systems will be extended and new ones 
constructed. City planning will be on a larger and wiser 
scale than ever before. The motor trucks and the automobiles 
and the flying machines will all continue to expand in in- 
fluence for the nation’s advancement. 

Year after year this country has broadened in its activities. 
Men of vision, sometimes harassed by petty bureaucratic 
methods, will grow superior to the bureaucrats and sweep 
them away and go forward, doing the things which make for 
National advancement. The time to do this again has come. 
The very pettiness of some of the plans that have been pro- 
posed for putting all business interests practically under Gov- 
ernment control will bring about a revolution in thought, and 
men will seek and succeed in unthrottling from Governmental 
domination and damnation many interests now controlled by 
bureaucrats, and the Nation will go forward for the fullest 
utilization of our natural resources, which are so great that 
a study of them staggers the human mind. 

What this country is doing and will do is necessarily lead- 
ing the world into a larger and more world-wide activity. 
Our example is quickening all the regions of earth. The back- 
ward nations are no longer willing to live as they have lived. 
They have caught the vision of better things, they have seen 
how human drudgery can be lightened, they have seen how 
modern machinery and modern equipment can double, quad- 
ruple, quintuple the productive power of man, and with in- 
creasing productive power necessarily comes increasing wealth 
for the individual man and for the good of the world. Far 
back in the fastnesses of Asia the voice of America, calling 
the world to a new and broader life, has been heard and a 
thousand million people are awakening and shaking off their 
lethargy. In the depths of darkest Africa the fierce light of 
American progress in material things is illuminating the way 
by which the nations of the dark continent will soon be march- 
ing to the music of human progress. Europe is getting into 
better shape, despite all that has been said to the contrary, 
and soon Europe will keep step and the power of the former 
tyrannical control of European governments, and the tyrrani- 
cal men, whether seated on thrones or seated on industrial 
seats of the mighty leaders in Germany, will ‘crumble before 
the awakening powers of the men and women who begin to 
see what it means to live in a free country and utilize for 
human advancement all the possessions given by the God of 
nature. 

We have only started our work in this country. 
We have been cutting down the forest trees 


We are 
like pioneers. 
and building log houses while planting a little ground here 
and there with which to feed the family; but as the pioneer 
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moved on and on and the pressure of civilization came behind 
him, developing new farms and new factories and new cities, 
so we as a Nation have been merely doing pioneer work thus 
far as compared with what we shall do from now on through 


the coming years. The day of our glorious, our wonderful 


advancement has merely dawned; all that we have achieved 
has been in the twilight of the morning. Now we are march- 
ing with the rising sun. He who is a pessimist on America 
would croak a dirge while the gates of Heaven were swinging 


open to receive him. 





Too Much Government Interference With Business. 


6¢LJAVE we totally lost the principle of doing business 

under the law of supply and demand, and substituted 
therefor a mechanical standard to be made operative at the 
will of some man, or body of men, governmental or other- 
wise?” 

Mr. E. L. Thomas, President of the Thomas Grate Bar 
Company, Birmingham, asks the foregoing question in a letter 
to the MANUFACTURERS RECORD. 

Viewing the prosperous conditions of business, the activity 
of railroads in ordering cars and locomotives, the demand 
for building material and iron and steel in advance of the 
producing capacity of the country, a discordant and pessimistic 
note has yet been spread throughout the country despite these 
facts, largely by reason of Mr. Hoover’s suggestion to the 
President that all governmental and municipal work not ab- 
solutely necessary should be suspended while prices are high 
and labor and material scarce. Hence Mr. Thomas asks this 
vitally important question. 

Mr. Hoover certainly threw a clog into the wheels of nation- 
al prosperity. It remains to be seen whether his clog will be 
ground to pieces, smashed to smithereens, and the dust thereof 
scattered to the winds by the rapid revolution of the wheels of 
industry, or whether it will break down the whole machinery. 
If there is lessened activity and unemployment, Mr. Hoover 
will be responsible, and he will have done the country an 
infinite amount of harm. 


There has been some fear of what the Federal Reserve 
Board might do in some secret meeting like that of May 18, 
1920; but in view of the fact that Governor Crissinger is now 
at the head of the Board and that he was a vigorous and 
aggressive fighter against deflation and said that prosperity 
and low prices never slept in the same bed, we do not believe 
he will permit the Reserve Board to do anything that will 
injure business. We think his influence will be constructive 
rather than destructive, and we trust that he will follow the 
position taken by Reginald McKenna, former Chancellor of 
the British Exchequer, and regarded throughout the world 
as one of the world’s greatest bankers, when in his annual 
report, repeating what we have already printed several times, 
but which cannot be too often repeated, he said: 

“The continuance of a high rate, or the adoption of any 
other method for the purpose of forcing down prices, is bound 
to strangle trade and reduce output, and must operate very 
unfairly upon the taxpayer who is saddled with the burden 
of the national debt. 


“If we look for a revival of trade, for more abundant 
revenue, and for a reduction in taxation, we must leave prices 
to take their own course under the normal pressure of supply 
and demand. 

“We must not interfere with the natural flow of trade by 
any restriction of existing producing power, but must seek 
a general increase of wealth through a more abundant out- 
put.” 

The question asked by Mr. Thomas is one which needs to 
be studied by the entire country. We have come upon a time 
when through the operations of financial interests, or of 
governmental interference, prosperity can be desroyed almost 
over night. Business men are told when to act and when not 
to act; they are told that prices are too high, that labor is 
too searce, and that this, that' and the other must be done. In

former years business men were supposed to have a sufficient 
degree of intelligence to study these things for themselves and 
not be absolutely controlled by the advice of some bureaucrat 
who does not know as much about business as they do, but 
who thinks that he is lord and master of the universe of busi- 
ness knowledge. 

The Department of Commerce has been trying very hard to 
squirm out of the responsibility. for the sudden rise in sugar 
on the ground that its statement was misinterpreted. That 
statement, however, as the copy before. us shows, carried as 
a part of its heading the following: 

“Production for 1923 only 125,000 tons higher than last 
year. Consumption needs estimated at 725,000 tons above 
production.” 


Probably Mr. Hoover never saw that statement until it 
was published, but some bureaucrat issued it. As a piece of 
news it is interesting and the figures given to support that 
position are interesting. But necessarily a statement of that 
kind issued from the Department of Commerce and supposed 
to be backed by Mr. Hoover's infinite range of knowledge im- 
mediately influenced the sugar market and gave to sugar 
speculators an opportunity to boost the price. Entirely with- 
out regard to whether the statistical situation justified a 
marked advance in price, the heading of the statement issued 
by Mr. Hoover’s department was unwise and should never 
have been used as a heading, for there it immediately at- 
tracted attention. The facts could have been given without 
this heading, and probably less harm would have been done. 


When men in official position in Washington by virtue of 
the influence of official statement's undertake to put out such 
matters as Mr. Hoover’s letter to the President against the 
continuation of construction activities, or use such an expres- 
sion as this heading to the sugar report, an influence is 
exerted far greater than the merits of the statements justify. 
In the automobile language of the day, Mr. Hoover, or his 
department, stepped on the accelerator of the sugar price 
and caused. a sudden and tremendous jump. 

In his letter to the President Mr. Hoover threw a very big 
monkey wrench into the machinery of industry, which might 
result, if people take it seriously, in breaking down other 
prices as badly as Mr. Hoover’s department assisted in jump- 
ing up the price of sugar. 

It is time for the country seriously to consider the question 
asked by Mr. Thomas. Is the law of supply and demand to 
be destroyed by governmental interference with finance or 
industry or prices, or are the American people to “carry on” 
with that consummate ability which without serious govern- 
ment interference marked the progress of the development 
of American industry for a hundred years? 

Are we to have, as American business people, an opportunity 
to do things on our own initiative, based on our own judg- 
ment, and not be under the thumbscrew of officialdom and 
the bureaucrats who when once in office become tremendously 
impressed with the thought that they know more than all 
the business men of the country and must, therefore, tell 
business men what to do or what not to do? The hand of 
such bureaucrats may throttle the life out of business or they 
may step on the accelerator and destroy the safety of the 
country by a sudden and unjustified rise. One is as danger- 
ous as the other. 
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THE RAILROADS AND THE PUBLIC MUST 
WORK TOGETHER TO SAVE AN .ACUTE 
SITUATION. 


N October last the <Association of Railway Executives 

issued a statement in regard to operating prospects for 
1923 in which it was said: 

“There is every reason to expect in 19238 a betterment in 
railroad operating conditions such as will enable the rail- 
roads to meet satisfactorily all traffic demands that are 
likely to arise. Certainly there is nothing now in sight 
to warrant an expectation of the peculiarly adverse condi- 
tions that have faced the railroads in 1921 and 1922.” 

In commenting upon that statement the MANUFACTURERS 
Recorp of December 7, in the cover page editorial, said: 

“We seriously question its accuracy or the wisdom of its 
publication. It states that there is nothing now in sight 
to warrant an expectation of the peculiarly adverse condi- 
tions that faced the railroads in 1921 and 1922. We would, 
on the contrary, say there is nothing now in sight to warrant 
any marked improvement in the adverse conditions that 
faced the railroads in 1921 and 1922. * * * We wish that 
we could agree with the view that operating prospects 
for 1923 are brighter than for 1921 and 1922, but we see no 
justification for holding out such a hope based on anything 
that is now in sight.” 

A leading railroad official took us to task for that criticism, 
expressing the idea that it was wholly unjustified. But 
the Railway Age, which certainly is in very close and 
intimate touch with the railroad situation, in its issue of 
March 24 said: 

“There is very good reason for believing that as the activ- 
ity of business increases the shortage of transportation will 
be felt more acutely than ever before, because it is far 
greater than any but a few people realiz..” 

Thus the Railway Age more than confirms at the present 
time the position that this paper took in the editorial of 
December last. 

Continuing its discussion of the subject that paper says: 

“The Railway Age a few weeks ago advised the producers 
and shippers of the country to ‘load heavily and ship now’ 
in anticipation of an increase in the shortage of transporta- 
tion which has now actually begun. We now amend this 
advice ‘to read: ‘Load heavily. ship now, and use your 
influence with the Interstate Commerce Commission and 
Congress in favor of a rational railroad policy. * * *  <Al- 
though the increase in freight moved thus far this year is 
nowhere near as large relatively as it was in 1916, during 
the last business revival, the car shortage already is begin- 
ning to increase. Why is this the case? The answer is 
obvious to everybody familiar with the facts. In the seven 
years ending with 1915 the tractive power of the locomotives 
in the country increased about 50 per cent, while in the 
seven years ending with 1922 it increased about 25 per 
cent. In the seven years ending with 1915 the total carrying 
capacity of the freight cars in the country increased about 
5d per cent, while in the seven years ending with 1922 it 
increased about ten per cent. The increases in other rail- 
way facilities in the two periods were in about the same 
relative proportion. Naturally, the railways cannot now 
increase the business handled by them to relatively as great 
an extent as they could and did in 1916. 

“Considering all the conditions, the railways are doing 
extremely well in handling as much business as they are. 
It is still a law of nature that you can’t put a quart in a 
pint bottle.” 

The railroads have ordered new cars and locomotives more 
freely than for some years, but these cars and locomotives 
can only be delivered as they are purchased. They cannot 
be turned out as rapidly as needed. Shippers, therefore, 
should do their utmost to facilitate the handling of traffic. 
The receiver of merchandise of all kinds should unload all 
cars as quickly as possible, and the shipper should load 
promptly. Every hour’s delay in loading and unloading 
cars due to inefficiency or inactivity on the part of business 
men injures their business and the business of the whole 
country. Only through the heartiest and most intense‘ co- 
operation with the railroads in loading and unloading rapid- 
ly, and to the limit of capacity in loading, can the acuteness 
of the transportation situation be helped while waiting on 
the slow delivery of cars and locomotives. 


President Storey, of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, 
in his letter in the MANuFacturerRsS Recorp published on 
March 8, estimated that the railroads should spend for 
several years not less than $1,500,000,000 a year for bet- 
terments. This we believe is a conservative estimate. The 
railroads are probably behind in their expenditures—as com- 
pared with what should have been spent for enlarging their 
facilities—at least $10,000,000,000 to $15,000,000,000. There 
is still a great vacuum to be filled. It cannot be filled ex- 
cept by the heartiest co-operation of the public. Everything 
which hampers railroad building or improvements, every- 
thing which lessens the ability of the railroads to get ready 
for these extensions, is like a club beating out one’s head, 
for in this case it is beating out the business head of the 
country. 

We.-need more railroad facilities. We need them to a 
greater extent, as the Railway Age suggests, than. people 
generally comprehend; and the people and the railroads 
alike must unite to the utmost limit of their co-operative 
work in extending our transportation facilities by the double 
tracking of single track roads, by increasing terminal facil- 
ities, by rebuilding many lines whose grades and curves are 
too severe for profitable operation, and for adding more 
ears and locomotives. The work is great, but the need is 
greater.

HOW THE BOLL WEEVIL BROUGHT DIVERSI- 

FICATION TO AN ALABAMA COMMUNITY. 

N 1919 Enterprise, Ala., erected a monument to the boll 
I weevil on the ground that the boll weevil had commenced 
the emancipation of the Southern cotton growing interests 
from the complete slavery of dependence upon cotton. 

With the spread of the boll weevil there were some farmers 
in the South who saw that the time had come to abandon 
cotton growing except as a side issue, making diversified 
farming their main industry with cotton growing only to 
such an extent as they could raise cotton after they had 
cultivated as much land as possible in diversified crops. 

In this issue Mr. R. O. Fleming, Commissioner of Public 
Works, of Enterprise, Ala., sings the praise of ‘the boll 
weevil and tells of what it has meant to the people of his 
section. Referring to the awakening which came to the 
farmers of his county he says: 

“Diversification was preached on the hills and in the 
valleys throughout the country, and for the first time in the 
history of the cotton growing section an attempt was made 
to find other commodities and raise other crops, such as 


peanuts, corn, hay, sweet potatoes. sugar beets, hogs and 
eattle; and the results were astounding.” 


Coffee County, in which Enterprise is situated, according 
to this letter of Mr. Fleming, “broke the world’s reeora for 
the area involved in the yield of peanuts and the return in 
dollars and cents for hogs and eattle shipped. The farmers 
in the county raised more than enough corn, hay, potatoes 
and cane for home consumption, and realized more than 
$5,000,000 out of peanuts alone, and cattle and hogs were 
shipped in trainload lots.” 

Diversified farming in the South is a possibility, which offers 
opportunities almost limitless in extent. The more rapidly 
the South turns to diversified agriculture the more quickly 
will it cease spending hundreds of millions of dollars an- 
nually for Western products which can be raised to greater 
advantage at home. Cotton at 30 to 40 cents a pound would 
not in the long run bring as much prosperity and as well 
rounded development as would diversified farming. The South 
need not and will not abandon cotton growing, but cotton 
should henceforth be merely a by-product crop with diversified 
farming as the dominant factor in all agricultural interests 
in the South. Elsewhere we are publishing a photograph 





of the monument built to honr the boll weevil and a story of 
what diversified farming has meant to the county in which 
the monument stands. 
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GIVE BACK TO AMERICAN BUSINESS MEN 
INDIVIDUAL INITIATIVE AND THE UN- 
SHACKLED SPIRIT OF SELF-RELIANCE. 

JIE report of the Committee of the Presitdent’s Conference 
7 on Unemployment, as announced by Secretary Hoover, 
only serves to emphasize the question raised by Mr. E. L. 
Thomas and the comments which we have made thereon in 
an editorial printed elsewhere in this issue. That commit- 
tee proposes a greater control of credit expansion by the 
banking interests, a control of inflation by the Federal Re- 
serve System, “a more intelligent control by business men” 
of their own affairs, the postponement by the Government and 
vublic utilities of building and construction work in boom 
times, to provide work of this character during slack pe- 
1iods, and the prompt assembling and publication of statis- 
tics by proper agencies relating to industries of the coun- 
‘ry with a view to showing the trend of the business cycle, 
the establishment of a national system of unemployment bu- 
reaus, and a few other things. 

As Mr. Hoover was Chairman of the President’s Con- 
terence on Unemployment and therefore responsible for the 
appointment of the committee, and we presume for its 
report, we take it for granted that all of its propositions 
have primarily come from him. 

The committee proposes a larger control of business af- 
firs by the financial interests. If the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem is to have increased power to control inflation it should, 
of course, have increased power to control deflation; but 
the committee is silent on that point. 

If the Government or the Federal Reserve System is to 
decide when prices are too high it must also assume the 
responsibility of deciding when prices are too low. 

If it is to tell business men how to control their business 
more intelligently than they have heretofore been doing it 
should also be able to prevent men of exceptional intelligence 
from controlling their business to better advantage than the 
man of mediocre ability. 

Mr. Hoover's Department of Commerce recently issued a_re- 
port on the trend of world sugar production and consump- 
tion which said: “Consumption needs estimated at 725,000 tons 
above production.” The publication of that report was 
promptly followed by a remarkable rise in sugar prices. 

The United States Department of Agriculture has just 
issued its report on sugar which is headed, “Larger world 
sugar production this year.” in the course of .which it is 
said: “World production of beet and cane sugar for the crop 
year 1922-23 is estimated at 20,450,000 short tons. This 
is 200,000 short tons more than the 1921-22 production and 
2,000,000 short tons more than 1912-13 to 1913-14 pre-war 
average.” The Department of Agriculture says: “In esti- 
laating the world’s supply. stocks of sugar on hand should 
o!so be taken into consideration, but statistics of stocks 
from many countries are incomplete and unreliable.” And 
the report adds: “The department is not prepared to estimate 
the probable consumptive demand for sugar for lack of defi- 
nite measures of the extent to which various factors such as 
}rohibition, business conditions and price may affect con- 
sumption of sugar. No satisfactory estimate of consumption 
ean be made for the year 1922-23.” 

The reports of the Department of Agriculture and of the 
Department of Commerce on sugar production and consump- 
tion seem to be almost diametrically opposed. The Depart- 
ment of Commerce report is pessimistic to the extreme as to 
the supply of sugar and therefore bullish to the extreme as 
to the statistical condition, which would justify high prices 
fer sugar. On the other hand, the Department of Agriculture 
fakes an entirely opposite view. Its report would indicate 
that there will be an ample supply of sugar for the world’s 
needs. 

Under such conditions, to what extent should the country 


accept as a basis for its business operations governmental 
reports of this character? 

President Harding in entering upon his administration 
promised that we should have less of Government in busi- 
ness and more of business in Government, but Secretary 
Iloover would seem to have completely reversed President 
Ifarding’s promise to the nation and proposes a scheme 
which would utterly destroy all initiative, all self-reliance, 
all ability on the part of business men to guide their own 
affairs. 

Shall the country adopt President Harding's definite prom- 
ise of less Government in the business affairs of the coun- 
try or shall we adopt Mr. Hoover’s plan of wiping out by 
(rovernmental control every man’s activities on his own re- 
sponsibility and thus create a nation of milksops, trained 
to look always to the Government before buying a ton of 
coal or building a factory or a home. 

We unhesitatingly affirm that President Harding's posi- 
ion, promising to the nation less Governmental interference 
" business, is the only safe road to travel. Mr. Hoover's 
suggestions would lead to the destruction of initiative and

Jind leaders would lead a blind nation down the road to 
national ruin. 

Commenting on the report of Mr. Hoover's committee the 
New York Times very aptly says: “The experience of a thou- 
sand years teaches that the meddling of governments with 
prices is unhappy. Our own Government has recent cause 
to know that it is no exception to the rule. Almanac pre- 
aictions about the weather are hardly less satisfactory 
than theories about economics as guides to daily trade prob- 
lems.” And referring to the much-talked-of and much over- 
rated theories about cycles in business, the Times says: “No 
one would jest about the business ‘cycle’ theory any more 
than about the equator or the binomial theorem, yet prac- 
tice under the theory bristles with difficulties. There is no 
disagreement about the prudent thing to do if the clock has 
struck twelve and the smaller hours are about to reflect 
lower profits and wages. But on that precise point the 
cycle theory is silent. Nobody knows whether the activity 
which some describe as a boom is at its climax. However 
accurate the curves and charts of prices up to a given point 
in the cycle they throw no sure light ahead.” 

Despite all the talk of some political economists and statis- 
ticians the cycle theory has no real foundation in fact. The 
rise and fall of prices comes not from theoretical cycles but 
is sometimes largely shaped by financial operations, sometimes 
by supply and demand and sometimes by manipulation. The 
Federal Reserve System encouraged inflation in 1919. It 
would, however, have continued for several years but for 
the fact that an equally unwise deflation destroyed prosperity. 
The cycle theory has just about as much real foundation by 
which a man may measure the rise and fall of prices, as bad 
the old theory of blood-letting to save a sick man or the old 
theory that a typhoid patient must be put into a bathtub filled 
with ice, which perhaps might reduce the fever but which 
often killed the patient—practices long since abandoned by the 
best physicians and hospitals. 

If this nation is to be restored to sound financial health, 
to steady and permanent development, to the self-reliant 
spirit which made its development the wonder of the world, 
it must unshackle itself from bureaucratic domination in 
Washington of its business interests. 

If President Harding wants to do the country at the 
present time a service of immeasurable value let him re- 
iterate with all possible emphasis that during his adminis- 
tration there shall be less of Governmental interference 
and control of business and better business methods in the 
control of Governmental affairs. 
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ENGLISH COTTON MANUFACTURERS, WHO 
PROPOSE TO CLOSE THEIR MILLS IN OR- 
DER TO REDUCE OUTPUT, WOULD DE- 
NOUNCE SOUTHERN FARMERS WHO FOL- 
LOWED THEIR TEACHINGS. 


NCE more we have an extremely interesting letter 
from our Manchester correspondent in regard to the 
effort that is being made to lessen the unprofitable condition 
under which some English cotton mills are operating. The 
statements quoted in this letter from an address by Sir 
Charles Macara, the Chairman of the Provisional Emergency 
Cotton Committee, are certainly interesting; indeed, they 
are illuminating. 
Chairman Macara, after referring to the scheme for the 
stopping of spinning mills for a fortnight in order to lessen 
the output and bring about an increase in price, said: 


“What the trade wanted to decide upon was not only to 
reduce stocks but to see that trade does not suffer again 
at the hands of the weak seller.” 

How often the cotton growers of the South have suffered 
at the hand of the weak holders of cotton who were forced 
by financial conditions to sell regardless of price! But when 
an effort has been made to protect the other cotton growers 
by some plan of withholding from the market the “weak 
cotton” a mighty protest has gone up from spinners in 
Europe and from many in this country. Chairman Macara 
insists that the cotton trade of England must be prevented 
from suffering “again at the hands of tne weak sellers;” 
but Chairman Macara would protest with intense vigor 
against any plan to withhold from the market cotton which 
“weak holders” in this country were forced to sell in order 
to meet their indebtedness. 


Chairman Macara also urged that the manufacturers must 
work hand in hand with the operatives, and he added: 

“We could make quite sure that threre would be no back- 
sliding among employers, as a threat to withdraw labor 
from non-subscribing firms would at all times be effective.” 

Is not this threat to draw labor away from firms who 
did not agree to the plan proposed by Sir Charles Macara 
a conspiracy against trade? In this country we believe it 
would come under the Sherman Law, and it is such an 
outrageous suggestion to come from a man of Sir Charles’ 
position that we are amazed that he is willing to recommend 
to his fellow cotton mill people that they should attempt 
to bulldoze or browbeat those who did not want toe follow 
their lead by withdrawing labor from them. 

Chairman Macara also suggests that salesmen should be 
“directed to not take orders at less than cost price.” 


We wonder what would happen in the world’s cotton trade 
if some effective method could be put into use by which 
no cotton should be sold at less than the cost of production. 
England would have had very little American cotton during 
the last fifty years if that policy had been in force. It 
depends, as of old, very much upon whose ox is gored as 
to the sinfulness of decreasing production when prices are 
not profitable, and withholding goods from the market in 
order to save losses. Cotton growers are denounced un- 
ceasingly by some New England men—not by all, fortunately 
—and by English and continental spinners whenever they 
attempt to lessen their acreage or withhold their cotton in 
order to get even the cost of production based on the star- 
vation wages that have prevailed in the cotton-growing 
regions of the world. But Sir Charles Macara and his 
associates protest that the cotton mill people must cut 
down their production and withhold their product from 
the market whenever it is not yielding a profit. He advises 
the English manufacturers “that we must have such a 


stoppage or series of stoppages as will rid us of our sur- 
plus stocks of yarn.” : 

The letter from our correspondent, Mr. Frederick W. 
Tattersall, one of the foremost cotton writers of England, 
is worth publishing in our editorial columns. It is as fol- 
lows: 

“At a mass meeting of master cotton spinners of Lanca- 
shire, Yorkshire, and Cheshire, convened by the Provisional 
Emergency Cotton Committee held in Manchester yesterday, 
(Tuesday, March 13), Sir Charles W. Macara, the chairman 
indulged in some plain speaking with regard to the severe 
depression which the Lancashire cotton industry was pass- 
ing through, and at the same time, he offered some sug- 
gestions to alleviate the deplorable position of the spinning 
industry. After referring to the fact that the Emergency 
Committee had subscribed to the scheme for the stoppage 
of the spinning mills for a fortnight, Sir Charles stated that 
what the trade wanted to decide upon was not only to 
reduce stocks, but to see that the trade does not suffer 
again at the hands of the weak seller. ‘To avoid this’ he said 
we must set up some kind of Board or Committee to gather 
statistics. Personally, I should prefer a system such as 
we had during the last two years of the war, for in work- 
ing hand in hand with the operatives, we could not only 
guard against imposing hardship upon the workpeople, but 
we could make quite sure that there would be no back- 
sliding among employers, as a threat to withdraw labor 
from non-subscribing firms would at all time be effective. 
The methods favored by the Industrial Council was another 
way.’ 

“The suggestion has also been made that after stocks 
have been cut down to the normal, directors should instruct 
salesmen to take no orders at less than cost price. That 
was excellent if it could be relied upon. ‘That we must 
come to some effective decision and that quickly, is plain’ 
eontinued Sir Charles, ‘Shareholders have become aggrieved 
beyond measure at the way capital is being given away. 
What we want is a scheme when we can make allowance 
for what is coming and work the industry as a whole.’ 

“Sir Charles wound up his address by stating that the 
following were his contentions: 

“(1) That we must act, and act promptly, to save the 
industry ; . 


(2) That we must have such a stoppage, or series of 
stoppages as will rid us of our surplus stocks of yarn; 


“(3) That we must find some means at once to prevent 
us from dropping back into the rut into which we have 
fallen during the past two and a half years; 

“(4) That we must take into consideration the position 
of the operatives in anything that. we do; 

“(5) And that we must, if we are to bring a lasting 
success to the industry, have an advisory body, consisting 
of spinners, manufacturers and operatives, to deal not only 
with our domestic affairs, but to watch over the larger and 
wider interests of the trade. 

“Mr. T. R. Openshaw of the Gargrave Mills, Skipton, 
strongly supported Sir Charles’ contention that a council 
or advisory Board should be formed of employers and oper- 
atives. ‘Are we to continue spasmodic short time, which 
means inevitable bankruptcy or are the wider vision, the 
broader outlook, newer methods, higher organization to pre- 
vail?’ he asked. 

“There was an attendance of about nine hundred and the 
following resolutions were unanimously passed with the 
exception of the second one, when there was one dissentient. 


“(1) That every Board of Directors in the cotton spin- 
ning industry be urged to pass a resolution to the effect 
that its salesmen shall sell no yarn after March 31st 1923, 
at less than the cost of production; 

“(2) That this meeting calls upon the committee to set

up the joint board forthwith to put the suggested advisory 
scheme into operation ; 

“(3) That as directors, we individually agree to do our 
best to secure these conditions and also agree to write to 
the Federation of Master Cotton Spinners Associations a 
letter of request that the Federation facilitate in every way 
the establishment of the joint board.” 


The situation is here clearly and emphatically stated in 
the address by Sir Charles and in the resolutions unanimous- 
ly passed by about 900 cotton mill people, with the ex- 
ception of one adverse vote on one resolution. 

What the English cotton manufacturers thus so clearly 
propose to do should be a lesson to the cotton growers of 
the South. It should also teach a lesson to cotton manu- 
facturers in all parts of the world, for if cotton manufac- 
turers are justified in shutting down their plants whenever 
they cannot sell their goods at a profit—and we believe no 
economie authority would question that right—then why 
should the Southern cotton growers be denounced by the 
press of this country and by many cotton manufacturers 
here and abroad when they attempt to lessen their acreage 
or withhold their product from the market in order to 
secure the cost of production? Many of them never get 
a profit on the cotton they raise. Tens of thousands of them 
could work to better profit as day laborers and make more 
money for themselves: and for their families than they can 
make at the prices which cotton has averaged during the 
last 50 years. Why should they keep on growing cotton on an 
unprofitable basis when they have such excellent advice from 
English cotton manufacturers about cutting down the sup- 
ply? No cotton grower in America however would dare 
to take the position of Sir Charles Macara and attempt 
to advise a threat against fellow cotton growers who did 
not subscribe to the plan of reducing acreage. 

Sir Charles is making a great many serious blunders these 
days and is proving himself not a wise adviser for the 
cotton -industry of England, or of any other part of the 
world. 
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ANOTHER BIG INDUSTRY FOR BALTIMORE. 


HE announcement that the Standard Sanitary Manu- 

facturing Company, of Pittsburgh, will erect an im- 
mense plant in Baltimore for the manufacture of its enam- 
eled products is ample cause for congratulation to the city on 
the persistent and intelligent efforts of the Industrial Bureau 
ef the Board of Trade, which are thus brought to a success- 
ful conclusion. 

The new plant will be one of the largest and most com- 
plete of its kind in existence, employing approximately 2000 
people and devoted to the manufacture of cast-iron sanitary 
enameled ware. ‘A tract of 48 acres has been secured in the 
Canton industrial district of Baltimore and it is understood 
that construction of the buildings will begin in the fall. 

The first unit of the plant is estimated to cost $3,000,000 





and will include buildings over 2000 feet’ in length, from 


175 to 200 feet in width, and with a 7 or 8-story ware- 
house. Some 6000 carloads of freight will be handled an- 
nually. Over 10,000,000 board feet of lumber for crating ma- 
terial alone will be required each year. 

To this group will be added other large and equally im- 
portant units, with the likelihood that the total investment 
will run up to $8,000,000 or $10,000,000. 

According to George C. Smith, director of the Industrial 
Pureau of the Board of Trade, the pay-roll of the plant 
will be among the largest in Baltimore. The expectation is 
that ultimately the company will have three factories, pos- 
sibly one plant for the production of the enamel and steel 
ware, bath tubs, sinks, etc., and the second possibly for 
pottery products. The third factory might be erected for 
the production of brass goods including faucets, etc. 

The Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Company is capi- 


talized at $30,000,000, and is declared to be the second larg- 
est user of foundry iron in the country as well as the sec- 
ond largest pottery industry in America. When the contem- 
plated additional units are completed the new plant will be 
the second largest manufacturing plant, from the standpoint 
of labor employed, in Baltimore, being exceeded only by the 
Bethlehem Steel interests at Sparrows Point. 

One of the major considerations in the decision of the 
company to locate in Baltimore was the satisfactory con- 
ditions of labor, particularly in the semi-skilled class. Favor- 
able housing conditions were also a factor. Another im- 
portant point, was the location of the city with respect to 
the large quantities of raw material which the company will 
require, particularly its supplies of foundry iron and coke. 

Baltimore appears to have passed another milestone in its 
march toward the industrial position which the city should 
rightly hold by virtue of its great harbor and its favorable 
jocation on the Atlantic Seaboard. 
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THE MILLENNIUM NOT HERE YET. 


LETTER to the editor of this paper anent Mr. Hoover's 
committee report says: 





“It seems to me that you can shoot full of holes the at- 
tached dispatch to the April.2 issue of the New York Times, 
‘Find Ways to Check Business Slumps.’ 

“Will this committee of business men and Secretary Hoover 
be able to ‘cycle’ and ‘graph’ such things as the demoneti- 
zation of silver in ’73, Baring Brothers’ failure in 1890, which 
started a period that lasted until McKinley recovered and re- 
stored the equilibrium with the McKinley tariff in 1897, and 
the Northern Pacific corner in 1907. and would they have 
been able to enter the sanctum sanctorum and the subter- 
ranean cloisters of the Federal Reserve Board in May, 1920, 
and expose to the world the secret which the Federal Reserve 
Board kept hidden away?

‘“Employment and buying power ean be furnished in the 
periods when these are most needed to stimulate business 
activities, and legal enactments to facilitate the general 
adoption of such policies are advocated’ 

“T should say this is going some, and wherewithal will these 
men of uncanny prescience be clothed to strut around with 
a halo around their head as regulators of business stability 
and business equilibrium? The millennium has come.” 

The millennium may be headed our way, but it hasn’t got 
here yet, and when it comes there will come enough common 
sense as to make impossible such suggestions as that of “legal 
enactments” to enforce people to build or not to build, to buy 
or not to buy. In the meantime may that Providence which 
it is said has watched over babies, drunkards and the United 
States—or all of them would have been dead—continue to 
watch us despite our many weaknesses and blunders!

A PROTEST AGAINST CHANGING THE TARIFF 
ON PEANUTS, VEGETABLE OILS, ETC. 
PROTEST against reopening the vegetable oil schedules 

A of the Tariff Act has been filed with the Tariff Commis- 

sion by the Southern Tariff Association. It includes a petition 

signed by 160 independent cotton oil mills, This protest 
is in reply to a request by soap and varnish manufacturers 





that duties on peanuts, soy beans, vegetable oils, ete. be 
reduced. The petition recites that the existing tariff on 
these products has been of great benefit to Southern pro. 
ducers and that any reduction in the tariff on them would 
result in a corresponding reduction in the price of peanuts 
and cottonseed for the farmers. Moreover, it is stated that 
the mere docketing of the subject for investigation by the 
Tariff Commission would depress the market and damage 
the farmers to the extent of millions of dollars in the as 
gregate. The real purpose of the move for a reopening of 
the tariff schedules on these products, it is alleged, is only 
to reap an advantage at the expense of the producers. The 
signatures to the petition numbered 71 from Texas cotton 
oil mills, 35 from Oklahoma, and 18 from Georgia. a total of 
10 states being represented. 

It is further noted that when the vegetable oil schedules 
were prepared and incorporated in the new tariff act last 
summer an exhaustive investigation of them was made at 
a conference held in Washington August 14 last, attended 
by 46 producing organizations and that some 40 United 
States Senators personally interrogated the representatives 
of these organizations, after which the duties were fixed 
with a complete understanding of the subject and that the 
duties were asked for by a petition representing more than 
1,000,000 Southern producers. Besides, it is claimed that 
conditions do not warrant the reopening of the vegetable 
oil schedules and that the demand for reopening does not 
come from either the producers or consumers of vegetable 
‘oils, but from special interests seeking to profit by a change, 
depressing prices for the farmers and increasing profits of 
the soap and allied industries. The Association has sent 
notices to 2000 tariff clubs to prepare for the, contest and 
Edward Woodall, of Dallas, Tex., chairman of the Vegetable 
Oil Division of the Association, has given notice that if the 
matter is reopened he will file a counter plea for an increase 
of 50 per cent in the duties on vegetable oils, this based 
upon costs of production in this country as compared with 
costs in the Orient. 

It would be a grave mistake to reopen the question of 
the tariff on peanuts, soy beans, vegetable oils, etc., especially 


in view of the overwhelming evidence that such a tariff is 
vitally important to the prosperity of agriculture in the 
South. To reduce the duties upon products which this 
country is able to supply in any quantities necessary for 
industry and commerce in order that proaucts of the same 
general character may be imported from countries in which 
the wage scale is much lower than here, would be destructive 
of American interests. It would be a serious wrong to millions 
in our Southern states to meddle with the duties that were 
fixed after such painstaking consideration and efforts, and in 
striking down a Southern industry, the whole country would 
suffer loss. It is impossible to harm the prosperity of one 
section without affecting all sections. The tariff on oils is 
essential to the very existence of the vegetable oil industry 
of the United States, and no meddling with the schedules 


should be permitted.

“Permit me to thank you on behalf of the potash pro- 
ducers of America for the article entitled ‘Killing Our Potash 
Industry’ in the current number of the Recorp. Right now 
the conditions in Europe have made potash very scarce and 
it conditions of chaos persist in central Europe there will 
undoubtedly be an increase in the price of potash this 
fall. Though this might make it possible for our plants to 
compete for the business, most of the companies will hesi- 
tate to start up so long as they have no better guaranty of 
protection in the future than the riotous condition of Europe 
affords.” é 

This is but another illustration of the national folly of 
permitting ourselves to be dependent upon any foreign coun- 
try for the things which we could develop at home. If 
chaos continues in central Europe and potash is unavailable 
cur farmers may have to pay far more for their potash than 
they would have had to pay with the slight tariff duty on it. 
and they may not be able to get the amount needed even 
then.

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Views For and Against the Protest of the Manufacturers Record 
on Discontinuing Government Work. 


HE following letters expressing views favorable or un- 

favorable to the protest of the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
to President Harding against halting Government work were 
received too late for publication in the issue of last week. 
In line with our statement at that time and in order to give 
full opportunity of expression for those who disagree as well 
as those who agree with our own views, we are publishing 
these additional replies: 


Approves Our Stand—Prices Lowered by Increased 
Production. 
Jeffress, Va., April 1. 
Editor Manufacturers Record; 

I endorse your wire to President Harding which is pub- 
lished in your issue of March 29. 

Recently I pointed out in a letter to a Virginia news- 
paper that when deflation was ordered by the Federal Reserve 
Board in 1920 everything began to decline in price and 
went so fast that it could not be stopped. The Board later 
admitted that the situation had got beyond: their control. 
The result was people quit buying because it. was widely 
advertised that prices would go lower. We people quit 
work and held our hands for nearly two years. I held 
from the beginning that the law of supply atid demand is 
the only way to care for these conditions. We were forced 
to be idle two years. What is the result?, The demand 
is greater than the supply. We simply have to outbid the 
other fellow. 

I am a great believer in production. God wants us to 
produce and he automatically punishes us if we fail to 
produce. He further requires us to use horse sense in pro- 
ducing the right quantity and if we over-produce or under- 
produce we can bet on the punishment coming. 

Suppose my lumber operation was the only one in exist- 
ence. I could easily get $5000 per thousand feet for my 
lumber. What could the bankers do in my case? ‘Suppose 
they made it so uncomfortable for me that I would have 
to close my plant for a time. They can’t destroy the desire 
or wish for my lumber. As soon as I am in a position to 
go to work again the demand has become so strong that 
I put my price up to $10,000 per thousand feet. What are 
the rich people going to do about it? Buy my lumber at 
my price, of course. Now suppose 100,000 other lumber oper- 
ations start up. What becomes of my fancy prices? They 
are automatically lowered by production. 

This is a homely illustration but it seems to me it can 
be applied along the whole line of production. The inflation 
business is so simple and so easily understood that its 
simplicity is the great stumbling block. The bright minds 
are looking for something hard. A little more simplicity 
and horse sense applied to our government, I think, would 
greatly help matters anyway.

The fact is, that this country cannot possibly supply all 
the material and labor that will be necessary to complete 
the work under way for the year 1923. This being true 
and easily provable, would it not be folly to start more 
work than can be done if there is any way to adopt some 
plan to regulate the demand according to the supply. 

This ean be done by the Government if endorsed by the 
chambers of commerce and building exchanges. No one 
desires to cause a depression of business, but you must 
admit that 100 per cent is all that can be done wisely and 
well. An effort to do more than 100 per cent will boost 
prices for all to an unreasonable point, making many more 
losses than gains, with no more work actually accomplished.

Believes the Solution of the Question of Public Building and 
of Labor Shortage Can Best Be Reached by a Proper Immi- 
gration Policy.

I have read with no little interest the discussion in the 
April 5 issue of your valued paper, which has arisen over 
the suggestions by Mr. Hoover to President Harding with 
reference to curtailing Government work and thereby releas- 
ing material and labor required in industry, which, if not 
released, but instead, if used in connection with Government 
work, will tend to an appreciable degree to work a hard- 
ship throughout the entire range of commercial activity in 
the United States. 

The first thought which comes to me is that the question 
as presented, and the form in which the discussion appears, 
is about as easy of solution as a discussion with respect 
to the participation of the United States in a League of 
Nations. 

Manifestly, there is something in the subject which de- 
mands attention, and to which serious consideration can. 
to advantage, be given. 

As I understand the matter, the thought is predicated 
more on a shortage of labor than on a shortage of material. 
Even a moment’s consideration reveals a question so large 
and runs out into so many channels that I feel.a layman 
may not find a correct answer. ; 

It certainly occurs to me that not all Government, State 
and municipal work can properly be considered nonessential. 

Hence, if the essential portions of the public work are 
suddenly stopped, it will work a material hardship in several 
directions. 

At the same time, most manufacturers realize that it is 
becoming very difficult to secure sufficient labor for present 
needs. 

Is not the answer to this entire question to be found 
elsewhere? 

By this, I mean is not the answer to the problem found 
in our present immigration laws? We all believe in proper 
restrictions, but I have the impression that politics; per- 
haps organized selfish interests are standing between this 
country and the labor market of the world. 

If there is anything to this thought, then the solution of 
the entire question is not to be found in restricting effort, 
but in opening the doors to the labor market abroad. 

It seems to me a rather foolish suggestion for anyone to 
say that there is not sufficient statesmanship and legal talent 
in our country, or in Congress, to make laws that will give 
an opportunity for desirable immigrants to locate in the 
United States, without at the same time letting down the 
bars to a flood of undesirable material. 

I believe this is a subject to which most serious 
attention should be given, not only to relieve the present 
labor shortage, but for the best welfare of the United States 
for the future.

Believes It Good Policy for the Government to Give Out 
Work When Times Are Dull.

We believe and so informed the Hon. John W. Langley Chair- 
man of the Committee on Public Building and Grounds, five 
months ago that we thought on account of the present condi- 
tions of shortage of labor, materials and high prices, the 
best thing for the government to do would be to hold off 
on their large projects that were not absolutely necessary 
until conditions were more normal. We believe it is a good 
business policy for the government to give out their work 
when times are dull and labor is unemployed. They can 
get the work done for less money and furnish employment 
for those who are in need of it. If that work is given out 
under the present conditions it comes in competition with 
private work, which runs up the cost on account of high 
prices of skilled and common labor as well as material and 
there is quite a bit of work that will not go ahead on ac- 
count of the cost running too high. 

Probably one-third of the new work coming out is now 
being held up on account of high prices. When you con- 
sider this phase of the proposition we believe that it is 
better business to reduce the demand rather than increase 
it.

“SELLING” THE SOUTH TO SOUTHERN 


PEOPLE. — 
R. V. C. PETTIE, president of the Arkansas Power 
M Corporation of Little Rock,.in renewing his subscrip- 
tion to the MANUFACTURERS REcoRD, writes: 


“In this office it is read from cover to cover each week, and 
is appreciated by us as a powerful exponent of the South,

of business. More than that, the South needs to be “sold” 
to its own people, in the way of showing them how there 
has come down through the ages an inherited trait of indus- 
trial and scientific trend of thought, which has never been 
thoroughly understood by its own people, or by the people 
of other sections. 

If the people of today, North and South alike, fully under- 
stood the mighty achievements in business, in industry and 
scientific attainments of the people of the Old South, there 
would be such a revelation as the country has never had 
of inherited traits of character which give to millions of 
Southern-born people an inheritance far greater than would 
be an inheritance of boundless wealth. 

The inherent unutilized and undeveloped wealth of tue 
boys and the young men in the South is a greater asset to 
this section and to the country than are all the South’s vast 
stores of iron and coal and other minerals.

Contemplated Water Power and Other Developments 
in a Virginia Town. 

Discussing a plan for street improvement and for recreation 
grounds for the local high school, H. P. Wilder of South 
Boston, Va. states that the project is injecting new life into 
the town, and in a letter to the MANUFACTURERS REcORD he 
adds:

of Prohibition Laws.

“Slavery itself was not more thoroughly discussed in advance of a decision than this 
very matter of prohibition, and no decision ever taken by our people was ever more de- 
liberately registered, or more clearly in accordance with popular will.”

“The moral sense of the American people—the backbone of this Commonwealth—is 
overwhelmingly behind law enforcement. The actively bad, the morally lax, the self 


indulgent, and the thoughtless are arrayed on the other side.

“I have confidence enough in the American people to believe—and no one can shake 
my conviction—that when a moral issue is put squarely before them they always decide 


right. This is a moral issue. 


It is being put squarely before them, at least in the State of 


Pennsylvania, and I have not the slightest question about the ultimate result.” 


In the Governor’s Office at Harrisburg the other day. these 
ringing declarations in favor of the enforcement of all laws, 
and especially of the Eighteenth Amendment and the Volstead 
Act, were voiced by the new Governor of Pennsylvania, Hon. 
rifford Pinchot, and the utmost confidence was expressed in 
the outcome of his fight, vigorously begun at the moment of 
his inauguration, to make Pennsylvania absolutely dry. 

Governor Pinchot, in his inaugural, said: 

“This administration will be dry. The executive mansion 
will be dry, and the personal practice of the governor and his 
family will continue to be dry. * * * I shall expect and 
demand from every public servant appointed by me or subject 
to removal by me, from the highest to the lowest, entire and 
ungrudging obedience to the Eighteenth Amendment and the 
Volstead Law. 

“Pennsylvania must either control the criminals who are 
openly breaking the law or be controlled by them. * * * 
I regard the present flagrant failure to enforce the Volstead 
Law as a blot on the good name of Pennsylvania and the 
United States. If allowed to continue it will amount to a 
serious charge against the fitness of our people for genuine 
self-government.” 

For this outspoken stand Governor Pinchot has been hearti- 
ly commended by newspapers of his own and other states. 
The MANUFACTURERS REcoRD pointed out that in this coura- 
geous stand he had set a standard for other governors, some 
of whom have shown an amazing lack of backbone in opposing 
lawlessness as related to the traffic in liquor, which begets 
lawlessness in every other respect. Governor Pinchot ex- 
pressed his deep appreciation of the commendations of the 


MANUFACTURERS ReEcorp and declared that he would carry 
on the fight to the very end of his term, with absolute con- 
fidence in a successful result. Having four years to serve, 
coming into office with no obligations to political organ- 
izations, and having a well defined reputation for inde- 
pendence of action and inflexibility of purpose, Governor 
Pinchot occupies a peculiarly strong and advantageous posi- 
tion, and he leaves no doubt in the visitor’s mind that he 
intends to press his advantage to the utmost. He is going 
to enforce the Eighteenth Amendment and the Volstead Act 
by every means in his power, and while the personal and 
political consequences are declared by him to be a matter 
of the utmost indifference, he firmly believes that in this 
stand he will rally to his side the overwhelming support of 
the law-abiding and decent thinking and living people of the 
Commonwealth. 

“Why should I not attempt to enforce the Eighteenth 
Amendment and the Volstead Law in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania?”’ he propounded, and continued: 

“IT recognize no distinction between the different articles of 
the Constitution of the United States. Washington warned 
us.that future amendments would be as sacred as the original 
document. He was right beyond all question. The LEight- 
eenth Amendment is a part of our fundamental law and 
anyone who breaks it breaks the fundamental law, is a law 
breaker, and should be treated as such.” 

The importance, as a measure of national safety, of obsery- 
ing all laws cannot be overstated, in the Governor’s opinion. 
In response to a query on this point, he said: 

“The disregard of law and the farce of law enforcement 
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under the Eighteenth Amendment have had their natural and 
inevitable result in a letting down of respect for all law and 
an outbreak of crimes of cunning and violence in other fields.” 

The attitude of such governors as have declared the pro- 
hibition Amendment and statutes to be unenforceable was re- 
ferred to, and on this point Governor Pinchot said: 

“It is an old saying of western prospectors that gold is 
where you find it. In the same way the place to enforce law 
is where it is broken. The most notorious and outrageous 
law-breaking now going on in America is directed against the 
Kighteenth Amendment and the Volstead Act. Therefore. 
that is the place to apply the remedy. 

“Whether or not I believe in the Eighteenth Amendment 
and the Volstead Law has nothing to do with my duty to en- 
force them. As a matter of fact I am a firm believer in the 
wisdom and righteousness of the Eighteenth Amendment, but 
that is not the main question. I would use every effort to 
put an end to the present orgy of law-breaking against them 
even if I had no sympathy with the purpose of the law.” 

As to the wisdom and righteousness of the prohibitory laws. 
on economic as well as moral grounds, Governor Pinchot 
declared : 

“I believe that the Kighteenth Amendment will add un- 
countable millions to the wealth of the United States; will 
enormously increase the prosperity of our people: and will 
raise the happiness and welfare, especially of our women and 
children, to a new and unknown plane. I belicve, as every 
man does who knows the facts, that a very formidable per- 
centage of crime, misery, and misfortune flows straight out 
of the liquor traffic, that the moral condition of the whole 
community has already been enormously benefitted by the 
Eighteenth Amendment, and that it will be still more 
benefited when the law comes to be better enforced. 
As a matter of fact crime and disease have been notably re- 
duced already by its action and that action, of course, has 
only begun to be felt.” 

In the discussion reference was made to occasional claims 
that the Eighteenth Amendment and the Volstead Act are 
not supported by popular opinion and cannot therefore be 
enforced. To this Governor Pinchot answered : 

“Certain self-styled leaders of public opinion like President 
Nicholas Murray Butler have taken it upon themselves to de- 
clare that the people of the United States are opposed to an 
amendment to the Constitution which has been adopted by an 
overwhelming majority of the States, although they do not tell 
us what special source of information led them to believe 
thus. They also tell us that the fundamental law of the land 
so adopted cannot be enforced, which two statements taken 
together mean, if they mean anything, that the people of the 
United States do not believe in the laws which they them- 
selves pass, and that they will not obey them.” 

The claims of some who oppose the prohibition laws that 
they were enacted without giving the people generally an 
opportunity of registering their views—were put on the stat- 
ute books by underhand and stealthy methods, in short 
brought from Governor Pinchot vigorous denunciation and 





refutation, based on facts of history. Said he: 
“This talk is nothing more than pernicious nonsense and 
worthy of attention only as it demonstrates the utter in- 


capacity of the men who make it either to realize and live up 
to the clear duty of an American -¢itizen, or to understand 
what has been going on in the minds of the plain people of 
this country for the last three or four generations. AS 2 
matter of fact not even slavery itself was more thoroughly 
discussed in advance of a decision than this very matter of 
prohibition, and no decision ever taken by our people was 
ever more deliberately registered, or more clearly in accord- 
ance with the popular will.” 

Discussing the results already obtained in the enforcement 
of the prohibitory laws, Governor Pinchot declared: 

“The United States is not only dry but getting steadily 
drier, and this fact is known to every observer who is capable 
of apprehending the common thought of the people, and whose: 
field of vision extends beyond the northern part of the eastern 
seaboard.” 

Possible methods to be adopted in behalf of law enforce- 
ment in Pennsylvania were referred to in the course of the 
talk, and on this point Governor Pinchot said: 

“There are two ways to enforce the Eightcenth Amendment, 
both of them necessary. One is to arrest and punish law- 
breakers and thereby make the risk of law-breaking s0 great 
as to reduce its attractiveness to the criminal. The other is 
to bring the forces of decency and good citizenship to bear 
and so create a public sentiment which will not stand for 
law-breaking for the sake of drink any more than it will stand 
for law-breaking for the sake of plunder. The moral sense 
of the American people—the backbone of this Commonwealth 
—is overwhelmingly behind law enforcement. The actively 
bad, the morally lax, the self indulgent, and the thoughtless 
are arrayed on the other side. What chance have they in 
the long run against the people who do the thinking and the 
voting and the producing in this country of ours? Precisely 
the same chance as a snowball in the bottomless pit, and no 
more.” 

The strength of the organized opposition to prohibition 
was mentioned. but of such forces Governor Pinchot has not 
the least fear. 

“It is perfectly true.” said he, “that the forces of lawless- 
ness are in some respects well organized—well organized 
both politically and commercially. They are, however, in 
the hopeless minority and it is only necessary for the forces 
of decency to show that they are really in earnest to have 
the opposition melt away. I have confidence enough in the 
American people to believe—and no one can shake my convic- 
tion—that when a moral issue is put squarely before them 
they always decide right. This is a moral issue. It is being 
put squarely before them, at least in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, and I have not the slightest question about the ulti- 


mate result.” 





Carbon Black Plant for Stephens County. 

Austin, Tex.—Another plant for the manufacture of carbon 
black from the residue natural gas of casinghead gasoline- 
plants in Stephens County has been authorized by the oil and 
gas division of the State Railroad Commission, a permit for 
the purpose having been granted C. N. Avery of Austin and 
associates. It is stipulated that the daily gas consumption 
of the industry shall be not less than 10,000,000 cubie feet a 


day. 
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CONSTRUCTION TO BEGIN SOON ON $5,500,- 
000 GRAIN ELEVATOR. 


Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to Erect 3,800,000 Bushel 
Structure at Locust Point, Baltimore—Will Have 


Shipping Capacity of 150,000 Bushels Per Hour. 


Proposals have been invited for the new $5,500,000 grain 
elevator to be erected at Locust Point, Baltimore, by the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company. A definite date for 
«pening the bids and awarding the contracts has not been 
announced, but it is expected that work will soon begin. 

Plans and specifications for the elevator and the shipping 
ierminals have been prepared by the John S. Metealf Com- 
pany, of Chicago, the work of the Metcalf company being 
curried out under the general direction of H. A. Lane, Chief 
Mngineer, and L. P. Kimball, Engineer of Buildings, of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company, with the co-operation 
oi C. E. Wood, general foreman of the company’s Locust 
l’oint plant, at the time the old elevators were destroyed. 
1.. A. Stinson, of Chicago, is the consulting engineer. 

The total capacity of the new elevator will be 3,800,000 
Inishels, the storage tanks to hold 3,000,000 bushels and the 
workhouse bins 800,000 bushels, while provision has been 
made for additional storage tanks for 6,000,000 bushels, as- 
>aring a future capacity of 9,000,000 bushels independent of 
the workhouse. The shipping capacity will be 150,000 bush- 
els per hour to six berths alongside the present and pro- 
posed piers. 

The elevator proper will be built of concrete throughout 
and will stand about 500 feet from the waterfront. In con- 
nection with the workhouse yard and piers, it has been de- 
signed to permit the use of a loop track system by which 
loaded cars from the receiving yard, which affords space for 
>20 cars, may be delivered at the west end of the plant and 
the empty cars removed by gravity at the east end to a yard 
uccommodating 105 cars. The four unloading tracks will 
have a capacity of 80 loaded cars. 

Grain in cars will be unloaded by four special car dump- 
«rs each capable of handling 8 cars per hour. The dumpers 
will be housed in the unloading shed over four unloading 
trucks and in addition to the tracks with dumpers a power 
shovel is provided to unload cars which cannot be handled 
ly dumpers. Grain discharged from cars by the dumpers 
passes by pits under each track to belt conveyors located in 
tunnels underground by which it is delivered to the elevat- 
ing legs in the workhouse. 

The workhouse, where the principal handling of grain will 
le done, will be 61 feet wide by 240 feet long and 206 feet 
high. To elevate grain there will be 20 elevating legs, 11 


of which will be used for major operations of receiving and 
shipping, these to have a capacity of 275,000 bushels per hour. 
There will be 12 main garners, each of 3000 bushels capacity, 
and 12 specially built scales of 2500 bushels capacity each. 
Four smaller garners and scales will be used in connection 
with the driers. Drying facilities will include 8 drier units 
of the Hess type, each of 500 bushels capacity per hour, the 
gurner capacity of the driers being 48,000 bushels. Cleaning 
equipment will consist of 8 machines, 2 oat clippers and Car- 
ter dise separators having a capacity of 70,000 bushels per 
hour. 

The grain storage annex will consist of 182) eylindrical 
bins, 16 feet in diameter and 96 feet deep, together with inter- 
space bins. For delivery of grain into the storage tanks a 
cupola story will be provided over the bins with ten 48-inch 
helt conveyors, and for withdrawal, seven 42-inch belt con- 
veyors will be installed in the basement. 

To insure adequate facilities, a new pier 1000 feet long 
and 50 feet wide will be constructed as an open pier and will 
be equipped with grain handling galleries for the exclusive 
use of loading grain into vessels. Galleries wilk also be 
erected above the housing on existing pier No. 6. For de- 
livery of grain from the elevator to vessels, there will be a 
gallery system from the shipping bins to the waterfront, 
equipped with six 42-inch belt conveyors of 25,000-bushel 
cupacity each per hour, four conveyors to be on the new pier 
No. 7 and two on No. 6. Shipping galleries are so arranged 
ihat they may be extended to other piers in the future. For 
unloading small boats a marine tower with pneumatic un- 
leading equipment and a return belt conveyor will be in- 
stalled at the outer end of pier No. 7. 

The elevator plant has been designed in accordance with 
the most approved modern practice for the prevention of 
fire and dust explosion, including a system for the collection 
of dust and its removal. 

An office building; welfare building, dust house, screening 
Louse, machine shop and grain door reclaiming plant are 
} rovided in the general equipment, which also includes sig- 
nel, telautograph and telephone installations, two passenger 
clevators, sliding poles, spiral fire escapes, toilet facilities 
and laboratory equipment for testing grain. 

All machinery will be electrically operated and the build- 
ings lighted by current supplied from a central station 
of the Consolidated Gas, Electric Light & Power Company. 
Electrical energy will be supplied to 130 motor units, varying 
in size from 5 to 175 horsepower, and aggregating 6530 horse- 
power. Steam required for drying grain will be secured from 
a power plant of 1000 boiler-house power which will be avail- 
wble to, operate fire pumps. 

It is estimated that it will require a year to complete the 
planc.

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A Monument to the Cotton Boll Weevil Erected at Enterprise, Ala., 
to Commemorate the Emancipation of Farmers from the Slavery 


of Cotton Growing. 


By R. O. FLEMING, Commissioner of Public Works, Enterprise, Ala. 


Theodore H. Price, publisher of Commerce and Finance, 
New York City, in an article in the issue of December 13, 
headed “The Passing Show in the Cotton Market,” among 
other things, says, 

“It is, however, to be admitted that there is in some parts 
of the South a curious indisposition to fight the boll weevil 
beeause he is assumed to be responsible for the advance in 
cotton. In Enterprise, Alabama, a monument has been 
erected in his honor, and a Georgia correspondent writes: 
‘What incentive has the farmer to go to the expense of kill- 
ing the boll weevil unless he can get a profit on cotton 
saved from the pest?” 

The writer does not agree at all with Mr. Price, for the 
simple‘ reason that the Southern cotton planters 
have been slaves to cotton since the Civil War. 
The coming of the Mexican boll weevil taught 
the ‘Southern cotton planter how to raise other 
commodities and live at home, a diversification 
made possible only by experiencing defeat fight- 
ing the boll weevil for a period of three years 
and going deeper and deeper in the hole every 
year.. To make a success cultivating cotton, all 
conditions must be favorable. The men who 
raise the staple, as a rule, get less for their 
labor and hard licks and efforts than any other 
working people on the American continent. All 
goes for,commercial fertilizers, interest, farm- 
ing implements and rents. The writer knows 
whereof he speaks. 

It is easy enough to sit in an office in Wash- 
ington, Philadelphia or New York and write 
an article on what to do to combat the Mexican 
boll weevil. There is one way to combat the 
boll weevil and drive him out of existence and 
only one way, and that is to stop planting 
cotton at all except in small patches around 
the home premises where the chickens, geese, 
guineas and such like keep the bugs picked off, 
and when this is done for a period of three 
years then the section of country infested by 
the bug can return to the cultivation of cotton 
gradually until a fair crop can be realized. 

A man who will waste his time and hard 
money fighting the boll weevil ‘with calcium 
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arsenate will find in the end that it is too much sugar for 
a dime. <A cotton planter knows by actual experience that 
not one out of twenty-five ever realizes more than a scant 
living, and he fails to do that three years out of ten, so 
can he buy calcium arsenate and experience anything other 
than an appalling loss, featuring cotton and neglecting other 
commodities which have just as much cash and market 
value? The cotton grower, though, is like men in all other 
walks of life—he has to be shown. Anybody can tell him 
what to do but after all is gone except the land, he awakens 
to the fact that the only way out is to eut down the acreage 
to small patches around the home where he lives, and 
feature other crops such as corn, hay, 
peanuts, cane, potatoes and certainly not 
neglect the cattle and hog industry. 
The coming of the Mexican boll weevil, 
which first made its appearance in Coffee 
County and the wire grass section of 
Alabama in 1915, has proved to be a bless- 
ing in disguise. 
The cotton crop or yield for Coffee Coun- 
ty before the invasion of the boll weevil 
averaged around 35,000 bales. Cotton was 
king. Farmers knew how to raise nothing 
but cotton and it is the only way they 
. knew to eke out a living. The yield was 
SN cut the first year to 60 per cent of normal 
Ang and the planters were raked off of their 
feet by the devastating effect of the Mex- 
ican boll weevil. In spite of the damage 
wrought in the fall of 1915 the farmers 
planted for a bumper crop and every con- 
ceivable means was used to combat the 
weevil in. the following year. Oh, yes! 
calcium arsenate was used profusely along 
with other remedies, but their efforts 
availed them nothing, seemingly, and the 
results were that there were only about 
10,000 bales gathered in Coffee County 
and the whole county was wrecked, and 

the entire cotton belt from Texas tu 
~ Georgia was bankrupt, with the bankers 
m_ and merchants holding the bag. The wolf 
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was at the door of millions of people who depended on cotton 
for support. 

Awakening to the fact that something had to be done and 
that quickly, diversification was preached on the hills and 
in the valleys throughout the country and for the first time 
in the history of the cotton growing section an attempt 
was made to feature other commodities and raise other 
crops—peanuts, corn, hay, sweet potatoes, sugar cane —and 
raise hogs and cattle. The results were astounding, for 
saying nothing of the fact that Coffee County broke the 
world’s record for the area involved in the vield in peanuts 
nnd the returns in dollars and cents for hogs and eattle 
shipped, the farmers in the county raised more than enough 
corn, hay, potatoes, and cane for home consumption, realizing 
more than $5,000,000 out of peanuts alone, and cattle and 
hogs were shipped in train load lots. 

Coffee County, Alabama, is one of the smallest in the state 
considered as to area, but no more thrifty set of farmers 
ure to be found on earth, and, in view of the fact the 
SHOOK was realized out of peanuts in 1918 and the same 
yield recorded in 1919, not considering the thousands of 
dollars brought in from other sources like hogs and eattle, 
who wouldn't say that the boll weevil was a blessing in 
disguise? 

No cotton crop ever brought to the planters of Coffee Coun- 
ty in one year more than one-fourth of what they realized 
out of the other crops featured after learning diversification. 
The writer has seen more than once a solid train load of 
cattle and hogs shipped out of the sidings at Enterprise in 
a single day. lIow did they do it? When starvation stalks 
abroad in the land if the people have enough energy, 
pride and self-respect to look their troubles squarely in the 
face. their determination will win. Coffee County is made 
up principally of small white farmers who are 100 per cent 
American. and who own their small farms, averaging from 
50 to 250 acres of land. No more modern country homes 
are to be found anywhere. The third year found the cotton 
planters fighting the boll weevil around Enterprise, and the 
yield in the county was cut to around 3000 bales. but nobody 
grumbled because by that time Mr. Boll Weevil had - been 
whipped to a frazzle through diversified farming and the 
whole country enriched. Then cotton was left off of the 
farmers list for three years except in patches around the 
home and the results are that now a 50 per cent crop can 
he made on a 70 per cent acreage. 

What incentive has the farmer to go to the expense of 
killing the boll weevil unless he can get a profit on that 
saved from the pest? The Georgia correspondent was wholly 
within his rights in asking that question. Again, I say 
that every condition has to be favorable for a cotton planter 
to even eke out a living producing cotton, much less realize 
any profit. A gamble from start to finish, it is hazardous, 
perilous and uncertain. No country where its people have 
for a half century been slaves to any one thing will ever 
return to it if they once learn to profit otherwise. All that 
might be said to help the troubled situation in Georgia and 
the Carolinas, where the Mexican boll weevil is playing 
havoe. is like pouring water on a duck’s back. These people 
have to learn from experience, you can’t tell them anything. 
People are all alike over the cotton producing states. It 
will be after the boll weevil has bankrupted them that they 
will awaken to the fact that diversified farming is the 
only weapon of defense. Calcium arsenate will kill the 
boll weevil all right, but it is nothing short of folly to un- 
dertake to exterminate the boll weevil on such a colossal 
and expensive scale. The Supreme Being has sent this pest 
to do his work and he did it for a purpose. 


The day has never been when cotton was not worth 12 to 
15 cents the pound, even when labor was cheap, land rent 
cheap, and fertilizer cheap, yet 90 per cent of all the 


cotton made and sold in the past half century has sold 
for a little old frivolous sum ranging from 6 to 12 cents a 
pound. They talk about working people striking for shorter 
hours and higher wages, but the farmer, the cotton planter, 
has no say so or control as to the price of his commodity, 
or as to what he shall receive for his hard efforts, and of 
course every person that has any knowledge of farming 
knows that a cotton grower has to work fourteen hours a 
day if he makes anything. When the shoe pinches there 
is a strange rumbling heard from afar. We never heard 
any complaint from the gamblers when the cotton planters 
were raising great big crops of the staple, thus allowing 
the speculators a larger margin to play on and forcing the 
planter to take his loss year in and year out. But now that 
the fleeey staple is bringing somewhere in the neighborhood 
of what it has always been worth to produce, the farmer is 
being abused and cussed generally by some of the high 
lights who have profited in the past, only made possible 
by the misfortune of the cotton planter. 

Why does the writer say that the Mexican boll weevil 
is a blessing in disguise? Because he has taken out of 
slavery hundreds of thousands and even millions of farmers 
who knew how to raise nothing but cotton and who did 
it at a loss three years out of ten, only eking out a living 
the other seven years. The lesson of diversified farming 
was learned when forced upon the farmer by the devastat- 
ing effect of the boll weevil, a lesson which would never 
have been taught had it not been for the weevil. Enter- 
prise is situated in one of the richest counties of the wire 
grass sections of Alabama, astride the Black Jack Ridge, 
and surrounded by 1500 thrifty farmers who own their 
farms and beautiful homes, who have made it possible 
that Enterprise be numbered among the best towns south 
of the Ohio River and east of the Mississippi. 

Thus the monument was erected to the cotton boll weevil 
at Enterprise Ala., December 11, 1919, and upon it is this 
inscription : 

In Profound Appreciation 
Of The Boll Weevil 
And What It Has Done 
As The Herald Of Prosperity 
This Monument Is Erected 


By The Citizens Of 
Enterprise, Coffee County, Alabama.

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The Boll Weevil: Does It Menace the Cotton Industry 


in General and the Cotton Farmer in Particular? 


By W. R. Patrerson, Washington, D. C. 


At the present time and for some months, past many 
articles, both interesting and amazing, have been published 
in. Washington and other daily newspapers with reference to 
the ravages of the boll weevil and the loss sustained by the 
cotton farmers of the South by reason of this alleged insect 
pest. Even President Harding is reported to have expressed 
deep concern about the threatened destruction of our cotton 
industry, and to:be in hearty sympathy with efforts, scien- 
tific and otherwise, to protect it. 


The estimate furnished, presumably by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, published in the Washington 
Post, September 6, 1922, as to loss in the number of bales 
(10,712,000) of cotton destroyed by natural causes in the 
year 1921—and of this loss 6,277,000 bales (worth, with 
the seed, $610,341,000.00) attributed to the boll weevil—is, 
in the opinion of the writer, incorrect and misleading. Quite 
as,much so is the statement appearing in the Congressional 
Record, made by a certain Congressman on the floor of the 
House of Representatives, on February 20, 1923, that “the 
loss sustained by the cotton farmers of the South, by reason 
of the boll weevil damage to the cotton crop of 1922, was 
$1,000,000,000.” Such statements, correct or incorrect, de- 
serve attention. 


The carry-over or surplus of cotton on hand at the end 
of the cotton year, August 1, 1921, was approximately 
9,000,000 bales; the crop of 1921 was 7,954,000 bales, mak- 
ing a total of 16,954,000 bales and leaving a carry-over or 
surplus of approximately 5,000,000 bales on August 1, 1922. 
Assuming the boll weevil did not exist, and a more than 
average crop of cotton had been made in 1922, the yield 
would not, in all reasonable probability, have been in excess 
of 15,000,000 bales, one-third of which would have been 
damaged, (the negro will not pick cotton industriously for 
any longer period than to pay his “rent and furnish’), for 
what is designated by certain writers as “natural canses’, 
meaning, of course, weather conditions, which affect more 
or less unfavorably, the cotton crop every year. Add to 
this “‘should-have-been crop” of 15,000,000 bales of 1922, the 
earry-over or surplus of approximately 5,000,000 bales, and 
there would be the staggering total of 20,000,000 bales of 
American cotton to meet the world demand of 138,000,000 
bales, which would have left a surplus or carry-over of 
7,000,000 bales into 1928, bringing the prices down to no 
one knows where. 


In the face of these figures, which are conservative, for 
the largest cotton crop ever produced in the United States 
was approximately 16,000,000 bales, let us analyse the Con- 
gressman’s statement that the cotton farmers of the United 
States lost $1,000,000,000 on the cotton crop of 1922, through 
the ravages of the boll weevil. As a cotton grower for many 
years, and still engaged in that heretofore unprofitable pas- 
time, “I wonder where he gets that stuff.” 


The cotton crop of 1922 will not be in excess of 10 million 
bales, according to United States Government estimates. 
This cotton on the whole was picked early, was white and 
clean and has brought the cotton grower an average of 
better than 20 cents the pound, or $100 the bale. A crop 
of 15 million bales with a carry-over of 5 million bales, would 
not have brought to exceed 12 cents the pound or $60 the 
bale, and statistics will show this to be an unusually high 
price under such conditions. We then get the following 
figures on the returns to the cotton farmer for what he 
actually did produce and what he would have received had 


the crop in 1922 been 15 million bales instead of 10 million 
bales. 


10 million bales actually sold at $100 each.... $1,000,000,000 
15 million bales, if produced, at $60 each.... $900,000,000 


Therefore, the cotton farmer is better off by $100,000,0v0 
than he would have been without that dreadful and destruc- 
tive bug. 

I challenge the Congressman or any other person who 
thinks he sees the cotton farmer in such peril, to show 
that these figures are not in all essential particulars correct. 
The integrity of purpose of Congressmen, Senators and the 
press, in setting forth what is represented to them as a ren! 
commercial peril, is not to be questioned for a,moment; but 
the cotton planter believes, whether justified or not, that 
certain interests, composed principally of the large specula- 
tors in futures, on the New York and New Orleans Cotton 
Exchanges, the speculators in spot cotton and large mannu- 
facturers, are behind this boll weevil propaganda and are 
working it over time, Sundays and holidays. . When cotton 
buyers, cotton factors, cotton speculators, and spinners ean 
buy cotton for less than it costs to produce, which is always 
the case when the supply exceeds the demand, and a huge 
surplus has accumulated, big business smiles and the world 
is saved; but now that the cotton farmer, through the helj) 
of the boll weevil, is, for the first time in a quarter of a 
century, to realize a reasonable profit on his investment and 
labor, a howl goes up that is heard around the world, and 
the United States Government is implored to rush in and 
save mankind from nakedness and ruin. 

The cotton farmer, unlike the manufacturer, has heretofore 
produced to the limit of his ability, and probably will so 
continue, regardless of a huge accumulated surplus, and 
to supply this deficiency of ordinary common business sense 
and acumen, it would appear that the good Lord has sent 
the boll weevil for his salvation, for he has _ persistently 
refused to save himself. 

Therefore, I make the unqualified assertion that. generally 
speaking, cotton growing in what is known as the cotton 
belt of the United States can be profitably engaged in, only 
under boll weevil conditions. All this talk about the neces- 
sity of the cotton farmer growing more cotton and_ still 
more cotton “that the world may be clothed” is bunk of 
the rawest type. The cotton farmers of the United States. 
if they can obtain sufficient nitrate of soda and calciam 
arsenate at a reasonable price, can and will supply the 
legitimate demands of the world for American cotton—don't 
forget it nor think that they won't. But from this time 
on, the growing of cotton will become more and more of 
a commercial proposition; business methods must and will 
be applied, and only the fittest will survive. The growing 
of cotton will gradually go into stronger hands and become 
a well organized, scientifically conducted business, and be 
profitable to the up-to-date planter. 

The day of “a nigger and a mule” with an ordinary turn- 
ing plow and a hoe as auxiliary equipment. is practically 
gone and the individual cotton patches producing from hve 
to ten bales will gradually diminish almost to the vanishing 
point for the reason that hereafter it will require real money 
and modern equipment to grow cotton under boll weevil 
conditions, and the average negro renter and independent 
negro farmer cannot be trusted to handle either one or 
the other. Planters who can meet these requirements will 
grow the cotton and enough of it, and at a reasonable profit ; 
those who cannot must stand aside. 

The cotton growers of the South are not at all interested 
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in “clothing the world.” For 25 years they have produced 
more cotton than the world could consume, each succeeding 
year getting poorer and poorer, except in certain especially 
favored localities, but they are interested in getting a fair 
and reasonable profit on their labor and investment that 
they may be able to decently clothe and provide for them- 
selves and families, pay off the encumbrances on their farms, 
have money with which to operate without borrowing at 
from 8 to 10 per cent interest, have a few of the ordinary 
comforts of life, and take a proper place among the great 
producers of the real necessities of the world. 


It is not necessary in this article to enter into detail 
concerning the problems that always confront the cotton 
farmer in making his crop, nor with reference to the habits 
and activity of the boll weevil and the weather conditions 
under which flourishes, or is, in a measure, held in check. 
Attention can be devoted later to that interesting phase of 
cotton production. 


The boll weevil uncontrolled is a real menace. No mis- 
take about that, and it is here to stay. And if not seriously 
considered and severely dealt with, will take heavy toll— 
probably 50 per cent—of a normal crop, and then we would 
be in a fix. But thanks to the United States Government 
which established, some few years ago, an Experiment Station 
at Tallulah, Louisiana, a very effective means of control 
has been found by the proper application of calcium arsenate. 
Then, too, it has been clearly demonstrated that the use 
of nitrate of soda to hasten fruiting, that as many as pos- 
sible well developed bolls may be set before weevil activities 
commence—about July 1—has given satisfactory results. <A 
combination of proper applications of nitrate of soda to the 
soil and calcium arsenate to the plant, is one that beats 
the weevil’s game. The bug will get everything above the 
bottom two-thirds of the stalk, and probably some of that. 
but what is known as the “iop crop” is stained, tinged, 
trashy and damaged cotton, in nine years out of ten, and 
might well be designated as our surplus, “that old man of 
the sea’ on the cotton farmer’s back. 

It has been requested on the floor of Congress, that the 
United States Government appropriate $10,000,000 to be used 
in purchasing nitrate of soda to be sold to cotton farmers 
at cost. I am not in sympathy with such broad paternalism, 
but it would not only not be amiss, but very proper, help- 
ful and wise, for our Government to assist in devising and 
formulating some plan whereby sufficient quantities of nitrate 
of soda and calcium arsenate could be obtained by the cotton 
farmer, at a reasonable price. If that is done, the boll weevil 
menace is provided for. 

In this connection it might be apropos to say that the 
writer, while attending a term of the Federal Court in one 
of the Southern states, heard a witness testify on oath, that 
he sold in the spring of 1922, several car loads of nitrate 
of soda to cotton farmers at $60 the ton, and that his com- 
mission was $20 the ton. Bootlegging is an honorable calling 
compared to that, for the bootlegger sells only to those 
who want it; the nitrate pirate sells only to those who must 
have it in order to live. 

The United States, for at least 25 years, has produced 
too much cotton, the proof of which lies in the very plain 
fact that for that period or longer the world has not con- 
sumed the cotton we have produced: but has left on our 
hands every year a surplus of from 4,000,000 to 9,000,000 
bales. United States Government statistics will confirm 
these figures. As this article is being written the statement 
appears in the press that the carry-over on August 1, will 
be about 2,250,000 bales, adding that so small a quantity 
is, in effect, an actual famine. If that is true, then that 


earry-over of cotton must be of such low grade as to be 
unfit for spinning purposes, in fact, worthless for any pur- 
pose except to be held over the head of the cotton grower 
as a “surplus” with which cotton buyers and speculators 
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manipulate the market to their own ends. It might be well 
for the United States Government to ascertain how many 
bales of unspinnable cotton there are in this country, and 
then in a proper and effective manner, broadcast :that in- 
formation, which to say the least, would be interesting. 


It is the enormous surplus of cotton that has everlastingly 
been hanging over the market, and not the boll weevil, that 
has brought the cotton farmer to the verge of ruin. 

If the boll weevil cuts the production of cotton to a point 
where the supply does not exceed the demand, then, so 
far as the cotton farmer is concerned, the boll weevil is a 
benefactor and not a destructive agent, for the farmer will 
get a fair and remunerative price for his cotton, making 
more money with a small crop of cotton than can possibly 
be made with a large one, and at the same time giving more 
acreage to diversified farming of which the South is so 
greatly in need. 


In a certain town in the South, the people of that com- 
munity have erected in the public square a monument to the 
boll weevil, and this was not done as a joke, for that com- 
munity is now prosperous under diversified farming when 
heretofore it was stagnant under the one crop (cotton) system. 

The suggestions offered by a prominent South Carolinian. 
that no cotton be planted for a year, that the boll weevil 
might be exterminated, is too absurd to be given thought 
for a single moment. Such a thing, if done, would not 
only wreck the South but bring untold suffering and hard- 
ship to millions of humanity both here and abroad. 

The cotton farmer, if he could only be made to know it, 
is just now coming into his own, and the boll weevil is 
the agency through which this is being done. The surplus 
of cotton is being rapidly used up, and the cotton grower 
who from now on, will adopt modern methods and intensive 
diversified farming, will find the growing of cotton a profit- 
able industry and will soon discover, if he has not already 
done so, that the boll weevil is his greatest friend instead 
of his greatest enemy. 

Let those who want an abundant supply of cheap cotton 
get into the game and grow it. There is nothing to prevent. 
in fact, conditions are ripe for the venture. In thousands 
of abandoned farms in the South are some of the best cotton 
lands in the world that can be purchased at a fraction of 
their value, and all because the owners, who know how to 
zrow cotton, could not, even with the most rigid economy, 
make both ends meet by reason of the great expense at 
which their cotton was grown, and the low prices at which 
they were obliged to sell. 

In conclusion, I make the broad assertion that nine out 
of every ten up-to-date cotton planters would not exter- 
minate the boll weevil if they could, and many of the 
largest, most progressive and intelligent cotton farmers in 
one of the great cotton states, have so expressed them- 
selves. 

Give the cotton farmers a price that will show a reason- 
able profit and they will produce the cotton. 





Production of Motor Cars and Trucks Sets Record. 

During March, 346,383 motor cars and motor trucks were 
manufactured according to the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, which states that this is the largest month’s 
production in the history of the business. It exceeds by 
57,000 the record of 289,011 made in June, 1922. The pro- 
duction for the first three months of this year reached 867,628 
or more than double the same period in 1922.

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The Shifting Cotton Fields 


(Observer, Charlotte, N. C.) 


In 1920, when the people in this favored part of the cotton 
belt were thinking of the boll weevil as something to talk 
about later, Robeson County produced a crop of 77,045 bales 
and was regarded as one of the largest cotton counties in 
the South—which it was. But two years later, the best 
Robeson could do in the way of cotton production was 41,128 
bales. This loss of almost 36,000 bales in so short a time 
might be taken as Boll Weevil Exhibit A. That is the way 
the weevil works when he gets into a section that has not 
learned how to handle him. Robeson has a fine farm demon- 
strator and we may expect the production in that territory to 
start on the upgrade again, as other counties that were eaten 
over in the early days of boll weevil ravages are doing. The 
county that produces the largest number of bales in the 
South, and that means in the world, is located in a former 


boll weevil hot bed. It is Bolivar County, in Mississippi, 
and last year it ginned just 2316 less than 100,000 bales 
The next largest cotton-growing county in the South is Mis- 
sissippi, in Arkansas, which produced 93,953 bales. The 
third largest producer of cotton is also in Mississippi—the 
county of Sunflower, with an output of 85,434. Texas has 
the fourth and fifth largest cotton counties—Williamson, 
with 83,314, and Ellis, with 82,210 bales. Among the largest 
cotton States, Alabama has 41 counties out of 66 in which 
the 1922 crop was greater than that for 1919, 1920 or 1921; 
North Carolina, 35 out of 65; Mississippi, 37 out of 74. 
South Carolina, on the other hand, has no such counties; 
Oklahoma, only three, all small producers. 


These facts, supplemental to those we have given about 
Robeson County, we draw from a letter issued by the Liberty 
Central Trust Company, of St. Louis, in which there is an 
entertaining statement bearing on the changes in the relative 
importance of Southern States as cotton producers, the up- 
turns and downturns revealing surprising results in some 
cases. There are three areas in the cotton belt which have 
so far been exempt from boll weevil damage. These are in 
northwestern Texas, in area 1; southeast Missouri, north- 
east Arkansas and western Tennessee, in area 4; northern 
and western North Carolina and Virginia, in area 9. In this 
latter area, as a matter of course, but little cotton is grown. 
There are six areas which have been visited by the weevil 
and in which, as in the three areas not so visited, the totals 
in cotton production are on the up-grade. In the six are 
included: (2) The lower Rio Grande Valley, in Texas; (3) 
east Texas and southwest Louisiana; (5) part of the Yazoo 
Delta, in Mississippi; (6) eastern Mississippi, all of southern 
and part of northern Alabama and southwestern Georgia: 
(7) southeastern Georgia, and (8) Florida.’ The increase 
in production over these areas is attributed to larger acre- 
ages planted. 

The authority from which we are quoting says that the 
small total for last year is due more than anything else 
to greatly reduced yields in South Carolina, Georgia and 
Oklahoma, where the boll weevil’s activity was at its height. 
Those three States produced about two and one-half: million 
bales less cotton in 1922 than in 1920. In most States, last 
season’s results were quite satisfactory. 


There. were 795 counties which grew cotton in sufficient 
quantity to justify separate returns by the Census Bureau. 
In 421 the crop was equal to, or greater than, the acreage 
for the three years previous. In 226, or about one-third of 
the total, last season’s yield was larger than in any one of 
the years 1919, 1920 and 1921. In other words, these 226 
counties are tending to increase their production, by greater 
acreage, better growing methods, or, in a few cases, better 
luck. 

Missouri’s production last year was unprecedented. One 
county, Dunklin, stood 18th in total ginnings, in the list of 
795, ranking higher than any county in such States as 
Oklahoma, Louisiana; Alabama, Georgia, and South Carolina. 
Just over the line in Arkansas, Mississippi County produced 
nearly 100,000 bales, ranking second in the United States. 
Six counties in this fourth district made a total half as 
great as for the entire State of South Carolina. 

The remaining sections are in territory that has been sub- 
ject to the boll weevil for some time. The sixth area is par- 
ticularly worthy of study; it is unbroken, and very large 
in extent, and comprises counties many of which have 
suffered to the fullest from the pest.. That there has been 
steady recovery seems evident, and gradual increases in 








production are likely in the future, though the high records 
of the past may never be attained. It is interesting to 
note that in Georgia the leading cotton county, Sumter, is 
in the southwest, where a few years ago weevil damage was 
exceedingly great. In 1919 Sumter county ranked 41st in 
the States; since then it has more than held its own, while 
the more important sections to the north have lost heavily 
from the weevil’s first onslaughts It is probable that Okla- 
homa, Georgia and South Carolina will eventually be able 
to grow more cotton than at present. Past experience justi- 
fies this belief.

BIG INCREASE IN SOUTHERN CONSTRUCTION 
ACTIVITIES. 


Items Published on Building and Industrial Develop- 
ments for March Much Above Preceding Month 
and Corresponding Month Last Year. 

The increased activity in building and in general industrial 
developments in the Southern states is well illustrated by the 
showing made in the construction columns of the MANUFAC- 
TURERS Recorp for the month of March, when a total of 6178 
items were published, comparing with a total of 4292 for 
February and 5664 for March, 1922. The first quarter of 1925 
with its total of 14,372 items compares with a total of 13,960 
for the same period in 1922. 

Industrial development items during the past month reached 
a total of 5064 as compared with 2401 for the corresponding 
month in 1922 and 2108 for February, 1923. The first quarter 
of this year shows a total of 7254 items as compared with 
»S98 for the similar period in 1922. Road and street construe- 
tion items, under this Classification, jumped to 904 last month 
compared with 5S9 for preceding month and 552 for March. 
1922, The miscellaneous factories classification with its total 
of 285 compares with 177 for the preceding month and 199 
for March, 1922. 

The number of building items reported in March amounted 
to 1403 as compared with 1429 for the corresponding month 


in 1922 and 1070 for February of this year. Dwellings show 
an increase over last month and over March, 1922, the number 
ot items being 342 compared with 247 in February and 305 
for March, 1922. Churches and schools, as well as other 
classifications, show increases over preceding months. 

Financial items have increased greatly as shown by the total 
of 538 in March against 885 in the preceding month.

$10,000,000 Expansion Program for Texas Company

IIouston, Tex.—An appropriation of $10,000,000 has been 
made. by the Texas Company for additions to its several re- 
fineries during the year 1925, according to an announcement 
by the company. : 

The refinery expansion program embraces the building 
of forty-six additional units to its refineries at West Tulsa.

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Some Details of the Problem of Drainage in the 
Everglades. 
By L. B. Merrtam, Tallahassee, Fla. 

The Everglades of Florida and their drainage and use have 
heen the subject. of two articles in your valuable paper. 
| should like to offer another, which, I hope, may clear up 
some of the differences which seem to exist between the 
previous writers. 

The central figure in the lower Florida peninsula is Lake 
Okeechobee with a water area of 750 square miles. This 
lake reeeives the water from the Kissimmee river, whieh 
irains all the country in its vicinity for a hundred miles 
io the north. and of the Fisheating Creek which eatches 
ihe water for thirty miles to the west, in addition to smaller 
streams and the land sloping down to the lake, making a 
total area of 5300 square miles which drain to Lake Okee- 
chobee. The drainage area of the Wissimmee is dotted 
with lakes, some covering an area of more than fifty square 
miles but many very small. 
as flood control reservoirs. Lake Okeechobee has no natural 
outlet. Before the drainage canals were built it spilled its 
surplus waters at flood times, over its southern shore. The 
area around the southern shore of the lake for several 
miles was a flat prairie with an elevation of about 21 feet 
above the sea. This prairie sloped down gradually to the 
south until, opposite Miami, it is generally only ahout 10 
feet above sea level. There was also a slope to the west into 
the Caloosahatchee river. 


These lakes to some extent act 


At the time drainage work was started the whole region 
to the south of Lake Okeechobee was a vast marsh known 
as the Everglades. The problem of draining the Everglades 
was peculiar to this project, inasmuch as it was necessary 
to prevent the overflow from Lake Okeechobee. in addition 
to the ordinary drainage problem of carrying away the sur- 
plus water that fell in the Everglades. 

A canal has been dug westward to connect with the caloosa- 
hatchee river, and four canals connecting with the Atlan- 
tie ocean have been opened. The Saint Lucie Canal, the 
large canal for the control of the water levels. of Lake 
Okeechobee, will be opened within six months, and he com- 
pleted to full capacity within eighteen months. The work 
is going forward as fast as feasible and proper. More than 
94100,000 cubie yards of earth and rock were excavated last 
year, 1922, and a total of over 50,000,000 cubic yards to 
date. <All control works are completed and of ample size. 
These consist of a dam having a spillway with an adjust- 
able erest not less than fifty feet wide. and where needed 
for navigation purposes, a lock twenty-five or thirty feet 
wide. 

Much soil settles when it is drained, and the southern 
lake shore which was twenty-one feet above sea level in 
1912 has settled about two feet, and is now slightly below 
nineteen feet above sea level. This scttlement caused the 
commencement early in 1921-of a system of levees to retain 
the lake along its southern shore. About thirty-five miles 
of these levees will be required, of which some twelve miles 
have, been completed. The rest will probably be completed 
within a year. These levees will add about two feet. in 
depth to the safe storage capacity of tne lake. 

What valuable results have been accomplished by the 
work done? First, as to Lake Okeechobee. In May, 1915, the 
surface of the lake had been lowered to an elevation of 
sixteen feet above sea level and rose again in the fall to 
slightly above eighteen then fluctuated each year about 
two to two and one-half feet. with a generally lower ten- 
dency. This fluctuation was due to the effect of evapora- 
tion and rainfall as very little water was drained from the 
lake by the canals. In May. 1922, it stood at its lowest stage. 
13.8 feet above the sea. The entire Everglades were dried 
out and those who only saw the results and had no engineer- 
ing knowledge of the condition, proclaimed the reclamation 


complete, regardless of the fact that the engineering com- 
missioners appointed to report on methods and cost of re- 
clamation of the Everglades had stated in 1915 that the 
work now completed would constitute less than one third 
of the work’ required to reclaim the area tributary to these 
canals. 

However, for ordinary years there was perhaps sufficient 
drainage to make farming safe. 
once in 8 or 1% years there would come a storm period so 
long and heavy that serious floods would oceur which would 
saturate, and perhaps overflow the ground and destroy the 
They knew that if a bad storm year occurred before

crops. 
the Saint Lucie Canal was ready for use that a flood was 
very likely to occur and were pushing the construction of 
the St. Lucie Canal, dyking the south shore of the lake and 
striving to protect the settled areas in every possible way. 

The settlement of the extreme portions of the district 
under consideration, one around the rim of the lake, the 
other westerly from the coast between Ft. Lauderdaie ain 
Miami, made this protection in districts more difficult. The 
years 1919 and 1920 were of more than normal rainfall. 
normal being about 53 inches per year, and the greatest 
general rainfall from previous records available since 1SSS 
was in 1912 when 60.30 inches of rain fell. In 1919 there 
was 62.7 inches, and in 1920, 62.6 inches. 
were passed without serious trouble to settlers. 

In 1922 there was not only the heaviest annual rainfall 
ever known in the Everglades, 65.6 inches, but the most wide- 
spread and continuous rain all over the Florida peninsula of 
which there is any record. 
monthly rainfall. The storm period started with May with 
an average of 7.98 inches of rain, the average being taken 
from 10 gauge stations distributed throughout the drainage 
district. This was followed by a rainfall in June of 940 
in July of 7.58, and in August 8.74, giving four consecutive 
months of excessive rainfall, saturating the soil, filling the 
canals and starting Lake Okeechobee to rise. 
the rainfall was 12:79 inches, and in October 11.53 inches, 
and this with the main control canal for Lake Okeechobee

not yet opened for use and only one third of the contem- 
plated drainage canals in service, caused a serious food 
and Lake Okeechobee rose five feet to the overflow point. 

At this writing the lake has fallen about 7 inches to 18.5 
feet: the greund in the Everglades is generally dry and the 
canals are working to lower the water level to a# working 
basis again. 

The people who have settled in the districts and have 
knowledge of the conditions, still have faith in the tinal 
outcome and the writer believes their faith is well placed. 

Think what the near future holds. With Lake Okeechobee 
standing at the head of the Everglades, controlled, but ready 
to lend its waters to maintain the ground water and furnish 
some water for irrigation in dry years, drainage canals 
with capacity to care for even a year like 1922. a soil un 
surpassed and a climate which seldom knows a frost, wihiat 
a glorious future awaits. And this can all be made ready 
in as short a term of years as is desirable. 

Some will ask about cost. The heaviest tax vet assessed 
on the most benefitted area is 50 cents an acre. Compare 
this with the annual expense of putting water on irrigated 
lands. <All costs have been paid from these taxes or from 
bonds supported entirely by them.

At a recent meeting for discussing plans looking to indus- 
trial development in the section served by the lines of the 
Georgia Railway & Power Co., Atlanta, about 200 persons 
attended and it was decided to organize “Georgians Incor- 
porated” for the purpose of industrial development of the 
entire state of Georgia.

The prop- 
erties to be brought under one management are those of the Al- 
varado Mining and Milling Co., the Hidalgo Mining Co., the 
Santa Anna Mining Co., the San Juanico Mining Co., the 
Union Minera, the Terrenates y Anexas Mining Co. and El 
Refugio Mining Co. 

Many important improvements are to be made and the 
mining conducted on a more systematic plan than heretofore. 
American interests, including the American Smelting and 
Refining Company, are large holders of stock in the con- 
solidated company. The properties involved are among the 
most important in the district both from a producing pros- 
pect and the possibilities for future development, it is as- 
serted. The ores are shipped chiefly to the smelter of the 
American Smelting and Refining Company at Chihuahua.

Would Reclaim Over 750,000 Acres—$500,000 
Drainage District Projected. 

Monroe, La.—It is probable that a bill authorizing the 
formation of a drainage district in Ouachita, Morehouse, 
Richland and Caldwell parishes for the purpose of reclaim- 
ing more than 750,000 acres of land now under water between 
Boueff swamp and Ouachita parish, and involving an ex- 
penditure of $500,000, will be presented at the next legisla- 
tive session. 

Plans for this project were prepared several years ago by 
R. L. Morris, an engineer of Denver, Col., who was employed 
by land owners in the parishes. These plans are said to be 
still in existence and if carried out would effect the drainage 
of lands in the four parishes named through La Fourche 
swamp and into Ouachita river below Columbia. 

Among others, the Ouachita Valley National Farm Loan 
Association of this city, of which J. H. Watkins is secretary 
pnd treasurer, will be interested in receiving suggestions that 
might prove helpful in solving the drainage problem of this 
district, and incidentally the area covered by the Monroe 
gas fields. 





$5,000,000 Plant Near Martinsburg Planned— 

United Steel and Car Company to Be Formed 

to Build It. 

Martinsburg, W. Va.—For the purpose of building and op- 
erating a $5,000,000 plant near this city, Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burgh, New York and Baltimore capitalists, all identified 
with various railroad and steel interests, will incorporate 
and organize the United Steel and Car Company. Preparatory 
to incorporation, F. Vernon Aler, of Martinsburg, has been 
retained as general counsel. 

Options have been secured on three farms north of Mar- 
tinsburg, affording connection with both the Baltimore & 
Ohio and the Pennsylvania railroad systems. The plant 
will consist of an electrical gray iron foundry, machine shops 
and ear repair shops. 
company will be completed within a few weeks. 





Contract Awarded for Lake County Courthouse. 

Tavares, Fla.—Contract has been awarded to C. C. Hanner 
of Orlando for the erection of the Lake County courthouse at 
Tavares, the contract price being $200,886. F. H. Trimble of 
Orlando and Alan J. Macdonough of Eustis are the architects. 

The building will be 64 by 150 feet, 4 stories, including 
basement, and will be constructed of concrete and tile with 
a concrete foundation and tile roof. It will be equipped with 
vaults, metal doors, ventilators, steel furniture, counters 
and filing cabinets, in addition to a Dunham vacuum system 
of heating and Otis passenger elevators. 

Provision has been made to house not only the county 
officials, but also the county agricultural agent, county 
demonstrator, the Lake County’ Chamber of Commerce and 
the county engineer. 





Large Movement of Texas Cattle to Oklahoma and 
Kansas. 

Austin, Tex—An unusually large movement of cattle from 
Texas ranches to grazing lands of Oklahoma and Kansas will 
start in about ten days, according to Fred Rodway, super- 
vising inspector of the State Livestock Sanitary Commission. 
He estimates that not less than one hundred thousand head 
of cattle will be transferred to the two states. This move- 
ment, he explained, is not due to any shortage of grass in 
Texas but because the cattle have been purchased by cattle- 
men of Oklahoma and Kansas and they will. be taken there 
to be fattened on spring grass. The grazing conditions through- 
out the ranch region of Texas are better this spring than for 
many years.

Manganese Deposits of East Tennessee. 

The metals that are used in making hard or tough steel 
alloys came prominently into view during the World War, 
when the United States Geological Survey, made wide searcu 
for deposits of the ores of tungsten, vanadium, and manganese, 
which are commonly used in steel alloys. The most abundant 
of these metals in manganese; ores of which occur at many 
places in the United States. The interest in manganese still 
continues, especially as the tariff of 1922 placed a high duty 
on imports of manganese, which may make it profitable to 
mine some of the numerous unmined deposits in this country, 
says the Survey. 

‘A report on the deposits of ores of manganese in East 
Tennessee, has just been published by the Geological Survey 
as Bulletin 737, which was prepared in co-operation with the 
‘Tennessee Geological Survey and is accompanied by a geologic 
map of East Tennessee, which shows the formations that 
contain the ore and includes a list of the mines and de- 
posits in that part of the State. Each deposit is describeu 
in detail and is accompanied by a sketch map and sections, 
and some of the more productive mines are illustrated by 
detailed geologic maps that may be of special service to 
mine owners or investors. The bulletin shows the relation 
of the ore to the rock formations, describes the mode of 
origin of the deposits, and includes pictures of specimens: of 
manganese minerals. 





West Virginia Rail Company to Build Additional 
Unit—Will Expend $250,000 for Enlargement of 
Plant. 


In a letter to the MANUFACTURERS REcORD outlining its plans 
for the addition of another unit to its plant, the West Vir- 
ginia Rail Company of Huntington writes: 

“We have decided to add another unit to our plant for the - 
manufacture of frogs and switches, steel mine ties and steel 
mine timbers. This addition will enable us to furnish the 
mining industry complete track equipment from one point of 
shipment, thus saving petty annoyances by having to assemble 
this material from several different points. 

“The addition will cost us in the neighborhood of $250,000, 
and we hope to be in a position to make deliveries within the 
next six months.” 

It is stated that contracts have already been placed for 
structural steel, machinery and cranes. 





Shoes Sold in Mexico Show Big Increase. 

Monterey, Mexico.—Nearly two million more pairs of shoes 
were sold and worn in Mexico during the year 1922 than in 
1921. This is regarded a remarkable increase in view of the 
fact that the total number of shoes sold in this country in 1921 
was approximately 4,000,000. It is taken to indicate that 
many of the natives are throwing away their sandals and 
putting on shoes. One of the interesting features of the 
shoe trade in Mexico last year was the big increase of the 
purchases of footwear of German and Swiss manufacture. 
It is stated that the sales of American manufactured shoes 
amounted to about 3,200,000 pairs. The Mexican shoe fac- 


tories also did good business, their total output last year 
being approximately 3,000,000 pairs.

Steei Supply Ample for Construction Requirements— 
Pig Iron Production Exceeds Previous Record 
Rate. 

Pittsburgh, April 7.—|Special.|—The theory maintained in 
these reports for the past three months has been that with 
the country endeavoring to operate industrially at its highest 
possible rate there would be no limitation through shortage 
of steel. There has been an ample supply of capital for in- 
vestment, incomes are running larger than last year and are 
heing spent freely, while many are spending the expected sav- 
ings. of future years in dwelling house evonstruction. The 
money that men wish to spend exceeds the labor supply of the 
country, hence there was a labor seareity last autumn, a 
zreater labor scarcity is expected this spring, and wages show 
2 strong advancing tendency in various industries. There 
heing no question about the funds for spending, the question 
in steel has been whether labor shortage would be felt more 
in the production of steel or in the consumption of steel. 

Present conditions bear out the theory maintained in these 
reports. There is a good supply of steel and no workmen 
are idle because their employers do not receive steel. Steel 
may be lacking at one building job and if so the men work 
at another. Various manufacturing consumers who have been 
asking mills for heavier deliveries of steel admit that the 
deliveries they are receiving are all that their workmen can 
handle. 

By building up their working forces in the winter the 
mills have gotten the start on contractors doing outside work, 
and the iron and steel industry is now running very smoothly. 
A practical illustration of the ‘situation is that while there 
were predictions that there would be a wage advance in the 
iron and steel industry April 1, from the 36-cent rate for 
common labor, no advance Tfas been made, while on the other 
hand the building trades in Pittsburgh have just made an 
arrangement whereby they will pay GO cents for common 
labor to July 6, and then 70 cents. The bidding of contrac- 
tors may eventually force the mill rate wp, but it is the con- 
tractors that are in the difficult position 
not the steel producers.

Production of pig iron has continued to increase and has 
just passed the previous record rate, made in September, 
1918, the rate now being fully 42,500,000 tons a year, just 50 
per eent over the average rate in the four calendar years 
after the war. Vroduction of steél has likewise crossed its 
hest previous rate. Finished steel is now being made and 
shipped at 750,000 net tons a week. It requires a 
evreat deal of work to put such an amount of steel into actual

In the matter of labor supply. tighter conditions appear as 
one goes from the minerals in the ground on through to the 
ultimate consumption. Ore is being produced easily, Vitts- 
burgh district coal has softened to $2.00 or less in the spot 
market for steam mine-run, indicating that some mines will 
have to close, Connellsville coke has grown easier, with some 
coke offered at $6.50 when contracts for the current quarter 
are chiefly at $7.00 and $7.25, steel ingots are being produced 
with moderate ease, rolling departments are somewhat short 
of men, some finishing departments are decidedly short, and 
~ome trouble is experienced in shipping departments. One can 
secure earlier delivery of plain ead pipe than of threaded pipe, 
for instance. The manufacturing consumers are short of 
Freight car shops cannot operate at anything like the 
rate the orders on books would call for, and manufacturing 
consumers in various lines are short. Hardware dealers want 
heavier deliveries of tools and other supplies, and the pinch 
is either in shop capacity or labor supply, not in steel supply 
at the shops.

The last important steel price advances occurred about a 
fortnight ago, bars going from 2.25c to 2.35¢ and shapes and 
plates from 2.35¢ to 2.45¢, while the leading interest advanced 
nails from $2.80 to $2.90, a price previously being obtained 
by independents. Advances in basis prices, for late delivery, 
have probably ended. Premiums for early deliveries continue 
and whether they will increase or diminish depends on the 
relation between the development of uncovered needs and 
the producing capacity. Certain mills have been holding open 
to secure the benefit of a premium market. Some mills sold 
well ahead, say through June, while others kept 
their obligations to a period of a few weeks. 

There have been no advances of conseyguence in pig iron 
in any district for more than a fortnight. The markets in 
the various districts rounded the turn about the middle of 
December, with slight advances in the latter part of the 
month, somewhat heavier advanceg in January, still heavier 
advances in February, and decidedly sharp advances during 
the first three weeks in March, when the market was quite 
excited. The quietness since then indicates to most observers 
that the advance has ended. Prices now average about $12 
a ton above those early in March of last year, when pig iron 
was at its lowest point since September, 1916. The valley 
market is $31, basic, foundry or mal- 
leable.

The new merchant mill, (steel), of the Tennessee Goal, 
Iron & Railroad Company at Fairfield, which will produce 
round and deformed bars, will be put in operation. new in 
the next few days.

This is part of the 
general program of development in this district by the United 
States Steel Corporation.

very near future announcement will be made of plans for the 


erection of additional blast furnaces and more open hearth 
furnaces, the steel output to be increased. All plants of 
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the Tennessee Company and other subsidiaries of the corpora- 
tion in the Birmingham district are operating to as near 
100 per cent’ capacity as possible. A little labor shortage is 
reported in some plants but this trouble is far from being 
widespread. 


The Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Company announced 
seventeen records broken during March, including that of 
the Ensley open hearth furnaces, where 107,395 tons of ingots 
were turned out against 102,613 tons as the best previous 
record in January, 1928. The blooming mill at Ensley pro- 
duced 83,546 tons against 79,657 tons in January, 1923. The 
rail mill turned out 49,325 tons against 48,550 best previous 
record in January, 1923 also. The Fairfield bar and struc- 
tural mill handled 16,660 tons in March with 14,668 tons as 
the best previous record in October, 1922 and the Fairfield 
tie plate mill produced 6142 tons against 5955 tons in Feb- 
ruary, 1923. The Bessemer rolling mill reported 13,785 tons 
against 13,095 tons in March, 1920, the Bessemer plate mill, 
8956 tons against 5801 tons in March, 1920 and the Bessemer 
guide mill, 3283 tons against 3189 tons in January, 1923. 
The blast furnaces of the Tennessee Company last month 
produced 127,864 tons of pig iron against 121,721 tons in 
October, 1917, the six Ensley blast furnaces making 87,256 
tons of iron against 85,007 tons best previous record, in Janu- 
ary, 1923. The No. 1 blast furnace of Ensley turned out 
18,310 tons against 16,393 tons in Jenuary, 1923. The Fair- 
field Coke Works produced 161,356 tons of coke against 160,- 
058 tons in January, 1928. 

The Vann Limestone Works quarried 16,213 tons against 
13,909 tons in January, 1923. in the coal mining division, 
the Edgewater mine produced 102,697 tons against 98,663 in 
August, 1922, the Docena mine, 65,941 tons against 60,485 
tons in January, 1923, the Bayview mine, 55,604 tons against 
52,056 tons in August, 1922 and the Hamilton Slope mine, 
23,487 tons against 21,585 tons in November, 1922. Officials 
of the company besides the heads of the various divisions 
making the record were proud of the showing and efforts are 
under way for still better outputs. 

The coal mining pace started on in Alabama bespeaks of 
an output for the year of more than 21,000,000 tons. The 
first three months of 1923 show a weekly average of over 
385,000 tons. The furnace interests use 45 per cent of the 
output, the railroads above 29 per cent and the commercial 
and other interests the balance. The prospects are bright 
in all these divisions for active operation through the balance 
of the year so that full production will be sought. 


Labor troubles are noted at two mines, the Beltona mines 
having 300 men out because the company has refused to sign 
the union agreement again and a small mine in Walker coun- 
ty is down because of miners asking for an advance in wages. 
The union leaders claim that their organization is growing, 
but so far very little information is to be had as to the 
strength. Coal operators on the other hand still claim that 
this is an open shop field.

GREATEST FREIGHT TRAFFIC PREDICTED IN 
FALL. 


Railroads Adopt Concerted Methods to Handle It— 
Big Orders for Cars and Enginese—Many Al- 
ready Received. 

Stating that the total budget of the railroads for improve- 
ments, new equipment and other facilities authorized in the 
last fifteen months since January 1, 1922, amounted to 
$1,540,000,000, of which $440,000,000 was expended last year, 
the American Railway Association meeting in New York 
last week announced that by October 1 next, when the 
peak movement of traffic begins, the number of cars and 
engines awaiting repairs will be reduced to normal, that 
coal shortage for railroads will be complete by September 1, 
that use of cars and engines for railroad building and main- 
tenance will be restricted to the minimum after that date, 
so as to have all equipment possible in shape to handle 
the traffic; also that everyone interested will be urged to 
move coal and ore via the lakes as much as possible early 
in the season, that' efforts will be made to get highway and 
building construction done as early in the season as possible, 
to set equipment free for fall traffic, that everyone concerned 
should load cars to maximum capacity and also unload 
promptly, besides increasing storage facilities and providing 
enough sidings to facilitate loading and unloading. That 
efforts will be made to secure average loading of 30 tons 
per car and average car movement of 30 miles per day. 

The Association also stated that the railroads anicipate 
this year the greatest volume of freight traffic in their 
history and they have adopted a concerted policy and inten- 
sive working program to meet the growing transportation 
needs. Notwithstanding the obstacles of the miners’ and 
shopmen’s strikes the railroads handled from July 1 last to 
March 17, 1923 or in 37 weeks, the greatest volume of traftic 
ever handled in any like period. They have bought between 
January 1, 1922 and March 15, 1928, 223,616 new freight cars 
and 4219 locomotives, of which 117,280 cars and 2106 loco- 
motives are already in service. Practically all of the equip- 
ment will be delivered by fall and more cars and engines 
are being ordered. Shop repairs and work on the permanent 
way have been speeded up to have all ready by autumn for 
the tremendous rush of freight to come. 





Locomotive Building .South—Richmond Works 
Rushed with Orders—Other Equipment News. 


Many of the new locomotives ordered recently by the rail- 
roads will be built in the South, the plant of the American 
Locomotive Co., Richmond, Va., having on hand, according 
to a report from that city, orders for a total of 140 engines, 
while additional orders are coming in. The plant is being 
operated at full capacity and will continue at that rate until 
August at least but probably longer by reason of the con- 
tinued demand for more equipment. 

Chesapeake & Ohio Railway has ordered 27 locomotives 
from the American Locomotive Co., but some of them are 
to be built at the plant in Schnectady, N. Y., because of 
the rush that is on at Richmond. This railway it is further 
noted, will soon place an order for 25 more engines. 

Carolina, Clinchfield & Ohio Railway has ordered 12 Mal- 
let compound and 10 Mikado type locomotives from the Amer- 
ican Locomotive Company and they are to be built at Dun- 
kirk, N. Y. 

A recent report from St. Louis says that the aggregate 
of the equipment orders placed by the St Louis-San Francisco 
Railroad for this year’s delivery provides for expenditures 
amounting to $10,500,000, and that this will cover 50 locomo- 
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tives, 4000 new freight cars and 14 new passenger cars. 
Deliveries on this equipment are under way. Illumination 
of the passenger cars will be by a diffused lighting system 
employing dome lights. 

Atlanta & West Point Railway has ordered 3 Mikado type 
locomotives from the Lima Locomotive Works. 

Equipment inquiries noted include 1000 gondola cars and 
500 hopper cars for the Virginian Railway, the former to be 
of 120 tons capacity and the latter of 70 tons; also 500 
gondola cars and 45 passenger train cars for the Atlantic 
Coast Line, 25 caboose cars for the Seaboard Air Line, and 
25 passenger train cars of several different types for the 
Illinois Central Railroad. 

Southern Pacific Lines have ordered 41 passenger train 
cars from the American Car & Foundry Co., 60 passenger 
coaches and 10 dining cars from the Pullman Company and 
40 baggage and mail cars from the Standard Steel Car Co., 
all to be of all steel construction. 


President Rea Criticizes Government Regulation of 
Railroads. 


President Samuel Rea, of the Pennsylvania Railroad Co., 
in its annual report for 1922 says to the stockholders: 

“Tt is difficult to understand the continued failure of our 
federal and state governments and the commsssions appointed 
for that purpose, to enforce a constructive railroad policy, 
when it is considered that the railroads are owned by the 
public and their savings, insurance and other institutions, 
your company alone having about 140,000 of such individual 
and corporate stockholders and about 90,000 bondholders. 
The railroads are conservatively capitalized, compared with 
their real value, and their prosperity is essential to the 
prosperity of the country, but the credit of the railroads 
upon which depends the expansion of their tracks, equipment 
and facilities cannot be assured unless they are allowed to 
earn a fair return upon their investment, sufficient to en- 
courage additional capital to be invested to give greater 
service to the public. 

“This failure to deal equitably with the railroads, which 
constitute the chief collecting and distributing system for 
the nation’s trade, commerce and products, is all the more 
incredible because it is still possible to secure beneficial 
legislation for the farms, the industries and the waterways. 
It must be clear to reasonable people that a railroad regu- 
latory policy which since 1908 has allowed a return upon 
the railroad investment averaging only about 4. per cent 
annum for this fifteen year period is not regulation, but 
confication of the investment. It is also in substance, a slow 
but sure confiscation of the business of the country, because 
it has resulted in congestion of traffic in prosperous periods, 
on account of insufficient transportation facilities.”

Will Improve Equipment Immediately. 

G. T. Tuten, who bought the Savannah & Southern Rail- 
way for $50,000, plus $1., proposes, according to a report 
from Savannah, Ga., to make improvements immediately to 
the equipment putting it in good condition. The line is 
32 miles long from Lanier to Glenville, Ga., connection being 
made at Lanier with the Seaboard Air Line. Offices are 
at Letford, Ga. When the road was sold in February the 
junk bids for it were $50,000, but Mr. Tuten bid $50,000 and 
$1 additional to maintain the line in operation. 








Electric Car Dumper at New Sewall’s Point Coal 
Pier. 

The new electrically operated coal pier that is being built 
by the Virginian Railway Co. at Sewall’s Point, Norfolk, Va., 
will have a unique dumping apparatus. The operating ma- 
chinery will be furnished by the Alliance Machine Co., of 
Alliance, O., and the contract for the major portion of the 
electrical equipment has been awarded to the Westinghouse 
Electric & Manufacturing Co.,, of East’ Pittsburgh, Pa. 

In the dumping operation the loaded railroad cars will 
be hauled up an incline to the dumping position by a hoisting 
machine with a cable-connected, small narrow gauge car 
known as a “mule” that runs between the standard gauge 
railroad tracks. The car dumpers will then turn the cars 
over, permitting the coal to fall into containers called elevat- 
ing pans. As the empty cars are returned by the dumpers 
the loaded elevating pans, acting as counter-weights for the 
cars, will be raised to the top of the pier, where they will 
deliver the coal to motor driven transfer cars that run along 
the top of the pier and deliver the coal to vessels by means 
of loading towers. The installation is such that heavy and 
expensive construction is avoided. 

The electrical equipment for the car dumpers includes four 
325 horse power motors for hauling the railroad cars into 
the dumping position; four 450 horse power motors for dump- 
ing the cars and a number of smaller mill type motors for the 
auxiliary motions. Each of the transfer cars will be equipped 
with four 40 horse power motors with series parallel control. 


Missouri-Kansas-Texas System Out of Receivership. 

Missouri-Kansas-Texas Railroad Co. is the new name of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Co. which was taken 
out of the receivership on March 31. The receivership has 
lasted for seven and half years, during which period the 
system has been standardized thoroughly and a total of 
$47,000,000 has been spent on improvements, additions, ete. 
Additions to equipment included 187 locomotives, 70 passen- 
ger cars, 5000 freight cars, 555 pieces of road service equip- 
ment, comprising ballast, fuel, and oil cars, laying 800 miles 
of heavy rails on main lines, ballasting and reballasting of 
1450 miles of lines and replacement of wooden trestles with 
concrete and steel bridges or culverts. There has been a 
40 per cent increase in the tractive power of the locomotive 
equipment. C. E. Schaff, receiver, who was president of 
the old company, will also be president of the new organiza- 
tion. Other officers include C. N. Whitehead, executive vice 
president in charge of operation; Francis F. Randolph, vice- 
president; Joseph M. Bryson, general counsel; J. G. Liven- 
good, comptroller; F. Johnson, treasurer; E. W. 
secretary.

High Lights of Railroad Traffic. 

Records of the car service division of the American Rail- 
way Association for the week ended March 24 show that the 
record breaking freight traffic of the railroads for this time 
of year continues unchecked. During the week 917,036 
cars were loaded, an increase of 12,750 cars as compared 
with the previous week and the largest for any week except- 
ing one thus far this year. As compared with the correspond- 
ing week of 1922 the increase was nearly 80,000 cars and 
with the week in 1921 over 230,000 ears. 

During February the operating revenues of the Class 1 
railroads totaled $446,538,000 an increase of 11.3 per cent 
as compared with the same month of last year; operating 
expenses were $375,707,600, an increase of 15.8 per cent; net 
operating income was $38,903,000 as compared with $47,727,- 
000 for the same month last year. However, during the first 
two months period of this year the net operating income 
of the Class 1 railroads totaled $99,619,900 as compared with 
$77,346,500 in the same period last year. 
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No Unfavorable Results from Strikes. 

In the annual report of the Central of Georgia Railway 
Co. for 1922 just issued in pamphlet form, Chairman Charles 
H. Markham has the following concerning the successful out- 
come of the strike troubles last year: 

“Any record of the year’s happenings would be incomplete 
without some reference to the strike of members of the 
Federate Shop Crafts, who left their work on July 1, 1922, 
in protest against a reduction of wages made by the United 
States Railway Labor Board. In spite of the fact that nearly 
all of the skilled white employes walked out of the shops, 
the supervisory forces and the loyal men made possible the 
operation of the road without interruption of the service 
until August 3, 1922, at which time the employment of 
new men began. This was continued until November 7, 
when, in point of numbers and efficiency, normal conditions 
were restored. The emergency was met without unfavorable 
results to either finances or operation.” 

The income account shows for the year operating revenues, 
$23,286,736 ; increase as compared with 1921, $1,229,237; oper- 
ating expenses, $17,941,395; decrease, $2,079,447; excess of 
revenues over expenses, $5,345,340; increase, $3,308,684 ; net 
railway operating income, $4,392,084; increase, $3,171,429; 
net income, $2,065,812; increase, $3,045,625. 


Agricultural Club Champions Visit Washington. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Co. acted as host to several 
Agricultural Club members from Western states who visited 
Washington, the national capital, during the Easter season. 
Last year there were 15 Boy and Girl Club members who won 
Baltimore & Ohio scholarships for proficiency in Agricultural 
Club work and they were given the alternative of using 
the awards for scholastic purposes at their respective State 
Colleges or for defraying the expenses of an educational 
trip. There were 12 members who chose to enter college, 
five of whom are now entered while the rest will enter in 
September. The other three successful members chose the 
educational trip, going to Washington, Mount Vernon and 
other nearby points of historic interest. These are Miss 
Grace White, Fairfield, Ill., who raised a fine flock of White 
Rock chickens from egg settings supplied by the railroad 
. company; Miss Opal Speck, Pleasant Plains, Ill., who had 
the State champion canning exhibit for two years and who 
in 1922 put up 234 jars of fruit, vegetables, jams, jellies, 
marmalade, ete.; and John Shutt, of Garrett, Ind., champion 
Potato Club member in that State, having been awarded 
first place at the Indiana Potato Show in January, with a 
yield of 227.6 bushels per acre. 


Branch to Dallas Proposed. ; 

Austin, Tex., April 7—[Special.]—The charter of the Loui- 
siana Railway & Navigation Company of Texas, capital stock 
$200,000, has been filed. The principal offices are to be at 
Greenville, Tex. The Louisiana Railway & Navigation Com- 
pany of Louisiana recently took over the Sherman, Shreveport 
& Southern Railway, purchased from the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Railway Company, this road running from McKinney 
to Waskom, Tex., on the Texas-Louisiana line, so that Wm. 
Edenborn, president of the Louisiana Railway & Navigation 
Co., now has a direct line from McKinney to New Orleans 
via Shreveport, 528 miles. It is planned to build a branch 


to Dallas. 


New Short Line in Kentucky. 

A railroad 20 miles long from Greenville to Rochester, Ky., 
is to be built by the Greenville & Eastern Railroad Co., lately 
chartered with $1,000,000 capitalization. The directors in- 
clude J. W. Thompson, of St. Louis; H. E. Barber, of Marion, 
Ill., W. J. Lester, of Cleveland, O., and J. L. G. Rogers and 
Hubert Meredith, both of Greenville. Greenville is on the 
Illinois Central Railroad. 


Progress on Plans for New Coal Line. 

Plans of the Southeastern Railroad Company, recently 
incorporated to build a line from a connection with the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad in Harlan County, Ky., to 
connect with the Southern Railway near Keokee, Va., include 
a line from Dellvale, Va., across Little Black Mountain and 
into Kentucky, according to a special dispatch to the Knox- 
ville Sentinel. Dellvale is on the Appalachian Division of 
the Southern Railway and the new line would open up, it is 
said, a vast and rich coal region, the resources of which 
have been scarcely touched. Right of way is nearly all se- 
cured, according to the dispatch. 

The officers of the Southeastern Railroad Co., as previ- 
ously published in the Manuracrurers Recorp, are L. O.

Device for Catching Boll Weevil. 

Midlothian, Tex.—Frank Wilmoth, of Midlothian, has in- 
vented a machine which is now being manufactured in con- 
siderable numbers for catching and destroying the cotton 
boll weevil. This machine consists of two pans containing 
kerosene, and eight fingers which strike the cotton stalks 
and branches as the cultivator passes, knocking the weevil 
and punctured squares into the pans below. The tension 
of the fingers can be regulated to provide blows of different 
force. They do not damage the growing cotton. The steel 
springs can be tightened or loosened with set screws. The 
machine is not an experiment, its inventor says, but is 
guaranteed to catch the weevil and punctured squares. 
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LUMBER AND BUILDING MATERIALS 


Southern Mills Report Continued Car Shortage. 

Washington, April 5.—The outstanding feature of last 
week in the lumber manufacturing industry, according to 
the weekly review of the National Lumber Manufacturers 
Association today, was the further curtailment of the lumber 
movement in Southern pine territory, due, according to tele- 
graphie reports from the Southern Pine Association, chiefly 
to freight car shortage, which is considered responsible for 
further declines in current shipments and a decrease of 
about 9,000,000 feet as compared with the same week of 1922. 
No car shortage is reported by the West Coast Lumbermen’s 
Association and shipments from its member mills were about 
35,000,000 feet in excess of last year. Shipments for all of 
the reporting mills were appreciably less than for the pre- 
ceding week but much in excess of those of the correspond- 
ing week in 1922. 
as compared with the preceding week, and new business was 
less than for the same week of 1922. 

Stated in percentages, shipments were 109 per cent and or- 
ders 96 per cent of current production for all the mills. South- 
ern pine mills shipped 97 per cent of production and orders 
were 75 per cent of production. West Coast mills reported 
shipments 116 per cent and orders 108 per cent of production. 
The number of reporting mills was 31 less than for the pre- 
ceding week. In respect to normal production figures, the 
345 mills reporting a normal cut give actual production as 
100 per cent, shipments 108 per cent and orders 96 per cent 
of normal production. 

The Southern Pine Association telegraphs from New 
Orleans as follows: 

“Unfavorable weather for logging in various.parts of the 


south and continuance of the freight car shortage were re- 


flected last week in decreases of 6 per cent in production 
and 5.2 per cent in shipments of Southern pine lumber below 
the previous week. Inclement weather hindered logging 
operations considerably, as from a total of 76 mills reporting 
running time, only 48 operated full time. That the edge 
has been taken off the heavy demand was indicated in a 
slight decline in orders.” 

From San Francisco, the California Redwood Association 
reports that new business was 25 per cent and shipments 
30 per cent above actual production. 

Writing from Portland, Oregon, the Western Pine Manu- 
facturers Association said that practically all mills are now

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Lumber Plant of James E. Stark & Co. 


Herewith is an airplane view of the lumber operations of 
James B. Stark & Co. at North Memphis, Tenn. A¢ the view 
indicates it is an immense plant excellently laid out. The 
company has furnished the MANUFACTURERS REcOoRD with the 
following brief facts descriptive of the photograph: 

“In the immediate foreground and to the left of the railroad 
tracks is the new mill No. 3, which has now been in operation 
about sixty days. This is a 9 foot heavy Pacific Coast type 
Prescott band mill with 14 inch saw, a 72 inch Prescott sis- 
saw edger and 7 foot McDonough resaw. The newest mill 
is also equipped with a Mce- 
Donough lath machine. It is 
well constructed in every partic- 
ular, the timbers used being all 
long-leaf yellow pine, while the 
power plant is of brick construc- 
tion with a steel and concrete 
roof. In other words, it is a 
modern, up-to-date mill in all 
details. It has a capacity of 75,- 
000 to 100.000 feet per day, ac- 
cording to woods which are being 
sawn, which practically doubles 
our former output, as total ca- 
pacity of mill No. 1 here and 
mill No. 2 at Dyersburg was 
about 75,000 feet per day. 

“In the middle of the photo- 
graph near the top is mill No. 1 
with the office and veneer plant 
to the right and the dry kiln be- 
hind. Between the two mills 
and beyond mill No. 3 are the 
south and north lumber yards. 
The entire operation covers ap- 
proximately 25 acres. Mill No. 3 
will be used, for the time being 
at least, for the production of 
cypress, while mills No. 1 and 
No. 2 will cut hardwoods, prin- 
cipally oak and gum.”

Heavy Demand for Building Materials—Manufac- 
turers of Common Brick Are Optimistic. 


The Common Brick Manufacturers’ Association of Amer- 
ica in its current monthly digest says: 

“The demand for every type of building material is heavy 
and this applies with full force to clay products generally. 
Reports from 102 manufacturers, representing every brick 
producing center in the United States, show that there is 
a marked increase in orders on the books with a slight 
falling off of stocks on hand of common brick. Only two plants 
report an advance in price since last month, bringing the 
maximum today to $22.00. These are at Massachusetts points. 
There has been an equalizing of prices in other districts 
so that the composite price at this date is practically the 
same as last month, and that was not out of line with prices 
prevailing throughout the last half of 1922. The prices 
of common brick generally throughout the United States 
today are lower than they were a year ago today, which 
shows that the brick manufacturers are not attempting to 
take advantage of the strong demand and are setting an 
example that, if followed by all other materials, would do 
much to maintain a high volume of construction throughout 
1923. The stabilized prices of brick emphasizes stronger 


than ever before the economy of using this permanent mate-. 


rial. 

“There is nothing but optimism in the reports of the manu- 
facturers of the Common Brick Manufacturers Association 
this month and the volume of orders on the books is the 
largest for more than a year. Due to weather conditions 
and a March that has been unusually cold, fully one-third 





of the plants in the Northern part of the eountry are still 
closed. There is only one section in the country that still 
lags behind in the parade, and that is the strong agricultural 
section just west of the Mississippi, where the volume of 
building is light. Out of the 102 manufacturers reporting 
only one indicates that the outlook is ‘“‘poor’” and one other 
that is “bad.” All the others are in the “fair” and “good” 
column. Manufacturing costs are increasing slightly and 
there is a shortage of labor in some sections. A few manu- 
facturers apprehend a car shortage. This feeling is especial- 
ly strong in the Central Southern states. As a whole the 
outlook for 1923 for the common brick industry is most 
favorable, the enormous volume of home building and the 
increased use of brick in this class of building being an 
important factor.” 





Big Increase in Sugar Refinery Capacity. 

Sugarland, Tex.—With the completion here of the enlarge- 
ment to the sugar refinery of the Imperial Refining Company, 
increasing its capacity from 3500 to 5000 bags of raw sugar 
a day, there will be a corresponding increase of imports of 
raw sugar, it is stated. The company has contracted with 
the West Indies Sugar Finance Corporation for 800,000 bags 
of sugar during the next ten months, importations to be made 
at the rate of 80,000 bags a month. It is understood that 
an additional 200,000 bags will probably be imported during 
the year, making a total of 1,000,000 bags, or approximately 
800,000 bags more than last year, 
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Purchase and Consolidate Two Cotton Mills. 

Durham, N. C.—The purchase of the Franklinville Manu- 
facturing Company and the Randolph Manufacturing Com- 
pany, both operating cotton mills at Franklinville, N. C., has 
been effected by Durham interests who will consolidate and 
operate the two mills as the Randolph Mills. Officers of the 
new company include John W. Clarke, president and general 
manager; J. Harper Erwin, Sr., vice-president and chairman 
of the board of directors, and J. Harper Erwin, Jr., secretary- 
treasurer. 

The total capitalization of the two mills is $400,000 and 
they operate 12,464 spindles and 360 looms for the production 
of sheetings and drills. They are located on Deep river and 
have two developed water powers and an auxiliary steam 
turbine plant. 





The Cotton Movement. 

In his report on the movement of cotton, Col. Henry G. 
Hester, secretary of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, shows 
that the amount of cotton brought into sight during the 
eight months ending with the close of March was 9,720,051 
bales, an increase over the same period last year of 683,784 
bales. The exports were 3,853,781 bales, a decrease of 
310,038 bales. The takings were, by Northern § spinners, 
1,923,523 bales, a decrease of 114,812 bales; by Southern 
spinners, 3,519,693 bales, an increase of 474,469 bales. 


Elmira Cotton Mills Enlarging. 

Burlington, N. C.—The erection of a large addition to its 
plant in West Burlington, has been started by the Elmira 
Cotton Mills here. A new building, 115 by 168 feet will be 
constructed and a saw-tooth roof built. Two hundred ad- 
ditional looms will be installed, together with carding and 
spinning machinery. 

Other improvements include an addition to the dye plant 
and the installation of additional machinery, as well as the 
erection of 25 dwellings for operatives. 


Peerless Woolen Mills Let Contract for Addition. 

tossville, Ga.—Contract for the new addition to the plant 
of the Peerless Woolen Mills here, has been awarded to T. S. 
Moudy & Company of Chattanooga, at a figure of about $75,- 
000. In accepting the general contract, it is said that the 
contractors assume certain subcontracts which had previously 
been awarded. 

The new addition will increase the capacity of the mills 
about 50 per cent. 


Palmetto Cotton Mills Will Enlarge. 
Columbia, S. C.—Looking to the enlargement of their plant 
which will increase the capacity about 30 per cent, the Pal- 
metto Cotton Mills of this city are working out details for 
an addition which will house 3000 more spindles and 100 
looms. The addition will be three stories high, 80 feet long. 
and will be of standard mill construction. 
The company also plans to erect eight or ten new dwellings 
to accommodate the additional operatives required. 


Mexia to Have $400,000 Cotton Mill. 

Mexico, Tex.—Stock sales amounting to $400,000 have been 
made for the purpose of building a 5000-spindle cotton mill 
here, according to an announcement of J. K. Hughes, chair- 
man of the industrial committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. It is stated that $75,000 of the stock will be taken 
by the Cannon-Robert interests of Concord, N. C., and 
Atlanta. 


Cotton Manufacturers to Meet at Richmond. 
The 27th annual convention of the American Cotton Manu- 
facturers’ Association will meet at Richmond, Va., on May 16 


and 17. The program this year promises features of unusual 
interest, according to W. D. Adams, secretary-treasurer of the 


organization. Three Southern governors will speak, one of the 
problems to which the Association is now directing special 
attention being the establishment of close and sympathetic 
relations between the industry and the governing authorities 
of the several Southern states. Other questions to be dis- 
cussed will doubtless include a consideration of the tendency 
of New England capital to come South, also such subjects as 
labor conditions and the future labor supply. 

Between 700 and 800 members are expected to attend, Mr. 
Adams advises, and the hotel reservations already made 
exceed any previous experience of the organization. 


Cash Prizes for Operators of Cotton Test Farms. 

Col. Harvie Jordan, Managing Director of the Boll Weevil 
Control Campaign of the American Cotton Association for 
1923, has given out the following statement: 


“The American Cotton Association will supervise and in- 
struct the operation of several hundred cotton demonstration 
farms located throughout the weevil infested territory of the 
cotton belt this season. The test plants will average ten acres 
each in area. The poisons used for boll weevil control on 
these farms will be, in most cases, furnished free by the 
Association out of funds subscribed to carry on the campaign. 
The latest and most approved cultural system and methods of 
weevil control will be adopted by each operator. 

“Cash prizes to the amount of $1000 have been set aside 
to be awarded to those operators who keep the best records 
of the work and whose test farms yield the largest amount of 
lint cotton per acre from the area cultivated. The first prize 
will be $500; the second $250; the third $150; and the fourth 
$100. 


American Spinning Company to Build Picker Room. 

Greenville, S. C—Work will begin soon on the construction 
of a new picker room for the American Spinning Company 
which operates cutton mills here. The cost of construction 
will be about $20,000. The company, of which J. H. Morgan is 
president, produces cotton yarns, employing 53,760 ring 
spindles and 1104 looms. It is stated that an extensive pro- 
gram of enlargement is under consideration. 


Cotton Mill Company Capitalized at $500,000. 

Hudson, N. C.—A charter has been granted at Raleigh to 
the Caldwell Cotton Mill Company of Hudson which will have 
a capital stock of $500,000. Its incorporators include Senator 
Mark Squires and R. L. Gwynn, both of Lenoir, North Caro- 
lina, and B. R. Hayes of Hudson.
